The Government proposed to deal with the ques- 
tionin two parts. The tirst was the bill which 
had just been described, dealing with questions 


; of urgency and great difficulty arising from the 


Land act of 1881. This bill, which, it was hoped, 
would reduce the number of evictions one-half, 
would be followed by a bill relating to the pur- 
chase of holdings. This latter bill the Govern- 
ment hoped would permanently settle the diffi- 
eulty. The middleman now suffered great injus- 
tice from his inability to obtain for land the 
same amount which he had to pay, because 
he was not allowed to go the land 
court. It was now proposed to. ena- 
ble him to secede from a lease. The 
bill also proposed to relieve tenants who were 
insolvent through no fault of their own, but 
through misfortune. It was said that there was 
no method for the relief of insolvent tenants 
short of bankruptcy. The Government, how- 
ever, opined that insolvent tenants were divided 
into three classes. The first class was composed 
of those who had becomeinsolvent from tempo- 
rary causes,and who, if they secured areasonable 


{ period of delay, instead of the short period 


now given, might under certain conditions avoid 
bankruptey. In the second class were those who 
were insolvent through no faultof their own, 
and who perhaps had no reasonable eye of 
being able to pay their liabilities. The Govern- 
ment desired to mitigate these hard cases. Last- 
ly there were the improvident and extravagant 
tenants, toward whom it was impossible to elicit 
sympathy from Parliament or the nation. For 
these the Government proposed a county court, 
the Judge of which, while granting the landlord 
judgment, shall be empowered reasonably to 
stay execution for a period to be decided by the 
Judge, the tenant, méanwhile, not tobe removed 
from his holding. The Government would con- 
stitute the County Court Judgea Judge in Bank- 
ruptey within the area of his ordinary jurisdic- 
tion. 

In reference to those tenants who are insolvent 
through no fault of theirown the court might 
order a composition upon an insolvent’s old 
debts, the debtor continuing to oecupy his hold- 
ing foras long a period as the Judge might de- 
cide, and to pay a fair rental fixed by the court. 
Tne principle here was leniency to the innocent 
insolvent, of whose good faith and exactitude 
the court should be assured, butextravagant and 
idle insolvents would be left to the ordinary laws. 
The rates of landlords who had not received 
their rents or whose land had not been occupied 
owing to intimidation would be remitted. The 
vill provided for astate of things which the 
Govenment hoped by legislation before long to 
remove, and was an installment, but in no sense 
a composition. The Government asked their 
lordships who were landlords in Irelands and 
those connected with them to make heavy sacri- 
fices. The measure strictly regarded the rights 
of property, and was, through an earnest desire 
to remedy complaints arising from the land 
laws, drawn in a spirit of fairness and justice.

TREASURY. 

MAYNARD APPOINTED 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY—THE RAIL- 
WAY COMMISSIONERS MEET. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Acting Secre- 

tary of the Treasury Fairchild has been ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Treasury by President 
Cleveland, and Second Controller Isaac May- 
nard, of New-York, has been made an Assistant 
Secretary, to take the place held by Mr. 
Fairchild. Mr. Fairchild, since March 23, 
1886, has been the active head of the 
Treasury Department. To him have been 
referred, since Mr. Manning was prostrated on 
that day by an apoplectic attack, all questions 
that would have been submitted to the Sec- 
retary if he had not been suffering from inabil- 
ity. On March 24, in an allusion to the probable 
necessity of selecting a successor to Mr. Man- 
ning, it was suggested in these dispatches, upon 
information that was good if it was not con- 
clusive for all time, that Mr. Manning’s 
successor would be Mr. Fairchild. When- 
ever there has been reason’ since 
time for referring to the subject, that 
selection has been indicated as the one the Pres- 
ident would probably make. All other candi- 
dates, and there have been several who have 
been ‘“‘mentioned,” have had for backers the 
zealous friends who hoped rather than expected 
to see their men picked out. Now, Mr. Fair- 
child, after having been Secretary fora year at 
a salary of $4,500, with the title of Assistant 
Secretary, simply takes the full title and the 
salary of $8,000 that goes with it. 
- Mr. Maynard, who changes from the office 
of Second Controller, gives up a salary of 
$5,000 to take one of $500 less. He has 
been an excellent Controller, and the President 
would haves been glad to avoid the necessity that 
seemed to exist for taking him out of the place 
he has held. But the office to which he goes is 
one requiring many qualities possessed by Mr. 
Maynard. Heis not only a lawyer, a to 
grapple with the customs cases brought before 
him, but he is one of acalm, careful, just, and 
judicial temperament. Hehas greatly improved 
the administration of his branch of the Treas- 
ury Department, and accomplished many results 
that can be, as weil as others that are not, illus- 
trated by mere reports of facts and figures. 

The chief merit of the two appointments, to 
those who know the men, will be the indica- 
tion of the President’s determination to carry 
on his administration of the Treasury without 
sensational wonderings or surprises. Mr. Fair- 
child is in good health, and he manages, in 
spite of pressing business demands, to find 
time to devote to daily and systematic exer- 
cise and recreation. He never frets, never 
fumes, is always courteous, fair, frank, and 
fearless. Mr. Maynard is a prodigious worker,

Now I come to 
Zanzibar. There I find thatthe British fleet has 
given way to the German, and that the German 
traders outnumber the British. There isa re- 
Jentless aggressiveness about the 
that is ominous. Their manner is haughty and 
overbearing, and carries an air of ‘you must.’ 
The natives look on in wonder, while the 
British affect superb indifference. Zanzibar was 
like a ripe plum ready to drop within the pale of 
British belongings as a reward of patient nour- 
ishing and of upholding a feeble State, and at 
the first sign of a German gunboat it is aban- 
doned. It1is no business of mine, but I confess 
toa sentimental regret that English statesmen 
should beso easily vanquished. I found Tippoo 
Tib, the uncrowned King of the region, between 
Stanley Falls and Tanganyika Lake, and com- 
manding thousands of fighting Arabs. He was 
equally ready to fignt or to be employed. I chose 
the latter, not with a view to his helping me to 
reach Emin Bey, but to assist me in bring- 
ing away Emin’s store of ivory, which 
is of the value of £60,000. In the 
presence of the British Consul, I contract- 
ed with Tippoo Tib, to supply me with 600 car- 
riers. Iaiso, after receiving consent from King 
Leopold by telegraph, appointed Tippoo Gov- 
ernor of Stanley Falls at a regular salary. Tip- 
poo Tib guarantees to defend the station against 
the Arabs, and to defeat and capture all persons 
raiding for slaves, and to abstain from engaging 
in the slave traffic himself below the Falls. A 
European officer will be appointed Resident at 
Stanley Falls to insure adherence to the con-

“Very many of the statements which have been 
spread broaicast over the country are absolutely 
false. So tar as we know there have been no ‘ cases 
cured,’ certainly not at the Philadelphia Hospital, 
and even those of Bergeon’s patients. who were most 
benefited continued to have slight expectoration 
containing bacilli. The results at the Philadelphia 
Hospital, in the jimited series of cases which have 
been under treatment, have been in the reduction 
of the fever and the sweats, the lessening of 
the expectoration, and in the increase of weight. 
These are gains to be thankful for, and encourage 
us to hope that we may have here a remedial meas- 
ure of some value, but iurther than this nothing can 
be said. Phthisis, as we usually meet it, is an acute 
disease, and an experience of seven weeks is far too 
short a time in which to form a judgment of the per- 
manent beneticent effects of the treatment. It will 
take a year or twoat least to thoroughly testits value, 
aud meanwhile it is sad to think that so many poor 
victims of this direful disease will suffer also the de- 
lirium of false hope aroused by the premature and 
unreliable statements which, unfortunately, have 
been given wide currency.”

ROBBERY. SAMUELS 


MESSENGER LEAKE’S STORY OF THE MUR- 
DEROUS ASSAULT. 

FRANKFORT, N. Y., March 31.—Express 
Messenger Leake, who was robbed between 
Clark’s Mills and Frankfort last night, reached 
here about midnight and was able to proceed to 
the ofhce of Drs. Skiff and Richards, where his 
wound was dressed. He was shot in the upper 
part of the right arm, the ball passing around 
the shoulder, causing an ugly wound. The doc- 
tors probed for the bullet but were unable to lo- 
cate it. Leake endured the operation heroically, 
without chloroform. He was weak from the 


shock and loss of blood, but walked to the sta- 
tion and took the 3:30 A. M. train for Albany, on 
his way hometo Sharon Springs. He stated to a 
reporter that soon after the train left Clark’s 
Mills a man entered his car through the side 
door, which he shoved back, saying as he en- 
tered, “Throw up your hands.” Leake did not 
realize for a moment what was up and failed to 
comply with the demand. The intruder there- 


; upon leveled his revolver-at the messenger and 


shot him. 


Leake fell to the floor of the car, and his as- 
sailant said: ‘‘Now, —— you, when [ tell you to 
hold up your hands again you’|) doit, won’t you?” 
The robber then proceeded to bind the hands and 
teet of Leake and put a gag in his mouth. One 
of his legs was tied to the safe. The desperado 
then took a bunch of keys from the pocket of 
the messenger and unlocked the safe, which he 
rifled of its money packages. The amount 
secured is believed to be between $700 and $800. 
The robber left the car at the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad crossing. Before 
leaving he said to Leake: ** —— you, if you say 
anything about this I'll come back and kill you.” 
The messenger replied: ‘‘You wouldu’t rob a 
man ana then kill him, too, would you?” “Yes, 
I would,” said the robber, as he left. 

Leake tried to free himseif. but did not suc- 
ceed. At Utica his car was opened and he was 
freed from his uncomfortable position. At this 
place it was decided that he had better stop over 
and have his wound attended to. The messen- 
ger says bis assailant was a large, strong man, 
wearing a mask that hung down over his chest. 
His hair was cut very short at the back and his 
hands were calloused, hard, and dirty. 


Utica, N. Y., March 31.—Local express 
officials decline to state the amount of the loss 
by the robbery last night. Route Agent Bush- 
nell reached Utica at noon to-day. He was reti- 
cent, but admitted the loss of about $1,000. 
Other statements fix the loss at $3,000. It is 
believed that the robber entered the car near 
Oneida Castle, where the grade is heavy. The 
messenger’s statement that he entered by the 
side door is not believed, as the platform door of 
the car was not fastened by a chain, as it should 
have been, when the train reached Utica. Mr. 
Bushnell left for Albany again at 12:52 P. M. 
to interview Messenger Leake. The messenger 
said to some one that he was sitting at his open 
safe when attacked. His description of the 
robber tallies perfectly with that given by 
Night Agent Barger of the masked man who 
robbed his drawer of about $18 on March 14, 
walked him down the track, and gave him back 
a watch and a revolver that had been taken with 
the money. 

Two brothers named Schultz, who were hunt- 
ing with a dogin Hatfield’s woods, near the On- 
tario and Western station in New-Hartford, have 
just found pieces of the express money envelopes 
taken from Messenger Leake last night. In his 
haste the robber left pieces of bank notes in the 
torn parts of the envelopes. Distinct footprints 
of but one man were discovered. The express 
officials and the police are following this clue. 


Syracuse, N. Y., March 31.—It is report- 
ed that a man has been arrested at Memphis, 
near here, in a freight car, on suspicion of being 
the West Shore robber. An official of the Na- 
tional Express Company has gone there to in- 
vestigate the rumor. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 31.—Charles S. 
Leake, the National Express messenger who 
was shot last night on the West Shore Road near 
Utica, arrived here at 6:45 A. M., and immedi- 
ately consulted Dr. Vanderveer, who found that 
the ball had lodged in the fleshy part of the right 
shoulder. He saidit could be removed in afew, 
days, and advised him to keep quiet. He fol- 
lowed this advice so closely that no one but ex- 
press officials and detectives were able to gain 
admittance to his room at the American Hotel. 

Messenger Leake is of small stature, weighs 
probably 130 pounds, and lives in Sharon 
Springs. He formerly tended bar in the Mer- 
chants’ Hotel, Cobleskill, and has for eight or 
nine years past been employed as an express 
messenger. His service with the National Ex- 
press Company dates back only afew years. 
Previous to that he was employed by the Erie 
and New-England Express Company. 


Mr. L. W. Winchester, General Manager of the 
National Express Company, was seen last night 
at the general oflices of the company, 145 Broad- 


way,in reference tothe robbery. “ The loss,” 
said Mr. Winchester, *“ will not exceed $3,000. 
We have just received a dispatch from Albany 
to the effect that Leake, the messenger, is lying 
there, and that the surgeons are probing for the 
ball. The thief laid his plans well and timed his 
attack upon the car asthe train was slowing up 
atthe junction at Clark’s Mills,a small place 
about five miles south of Utica. Leake’s condi- 
tion was not discovered until the train had run 
20 miles from Clark’s Mills.”

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BLAMES COLT 


FOR THE LOSS OF THE GREAT 
OCEAN RACE. 

THE SKIPPER TALKS FREELY ABOUT 
THE OWNER OF THE DAUNTLESS 
AND LEAVES FOR NEW-YORK. 

Specral Cable Dispatch to the New-York Times. 

LONDON, March 31.—Capt. Samuel Sam- 
uels sailed to-day for New-York on the steam- 
ship Adriatic. His leaving of the Dauntless so 
hurriedly and his abrupt departure tor New- 
York are much commented on in yachting cir- 
cles and are attributed to a rupture between Mr. 
Caldwell H. Colt and himself. 

On the day of the arrival of the Dauntless at 
Queenstown Capt. Samuels publicly stated that 
the defeat of the Dauntless was owing to the 
action of her owner, Mr. Colt, whose interfer- 
ence with the crew during the race greatly ruf- 
fled his feelings. He stated that Mr. Colt, in his 
absence, actually conversed with members of 
the crew, listened with attention to their opin- 
ions as tothe amount of sail that ought to be 
cArried on the yacht, and about her general 
management; and on one occasion appeared to 
be so pleased with their suggestions that he 
offered’them the entire amount of the wager 
on the result—$10,000—1f they won the 
race. Capt. Samuels was naturally annoyed at 
this. He considered that not only was he not 
enjoying the implicit confidence of Mr. Colt, 
but that he was being intolerably weakened in 
his influence over the crew. Nevertheless, he 
did not wish that the good relations existing up 
to this time between him and Mr. Colt should be 
terminated aboard the yacht. Therefore Capt. 
Samuels remained silent until Tuesday last, when 
Mr. Colt left the yacht apparently for London. 


| Then Capt. Samuels circulated his grievance so 


freely that it soon became publicly discussed all 
over the town, particularly in the Royal Cork 
Yacht Club, On the next day the matter was 
hinted at in the Cork press. 

In the meantime, Mr. Colt, who had only gone 
to Cork, returned to Queenstown, upon which 
Capt. Samuels, who evidently did not wish to 
have a rupture with Mr. Colt, said he could not 
understand how the report got into the papers, 
and said he would write ‘a contradiction to it, 
which he subSequently did. All the same, it is 
a notorious fact that he did berate Mr. Colt 
fiercely for tampering with the crew, and 
ascribed the whole responsibility for the defeat 
of the Dauntless to him. 

The Royal Cork Yacht Club, at Queenstown, 
which some time ago thought fit to expel Dr. 
Tanner, member of Parliament, issued several 
invitations through Admiral Smith Barry anda 
committee to the American gentlemen on board 
the Coronet and Dauntless to dine to-night at 
the clubhouse. The former yacht would not 
wait, and sailed this morning for Cowes 
while only four gentlemen from the Daunt- 
less—Mr. Jobn H. Bird, Mr. Colt, 
Mr. Ernest Staples, and Mr. J. T. Howard—could 
beinduced to accept theinvitation. Another 
invitation was also sent to Gen. J. J. Piatt, the 
much respected American Consul at Cork for the 
last six years, but he replied in courteous terms 
that he declined to accept the invitation on the 
ground of continued insults to him in his official 


capacity as the representative of America by 
the club.

THREE MEN FATALLY INJURED. 

Erie, Penn., March 31.—The boiler de- 
partment of” Nagle’s Engine Works was the 
scene of a frightful accident to-day, in which five 
men were the victims. A boiler was being tested 
by Patrick Kelly, the shop inspector. Near him 
were several employes. E. L. Sturtevant, the 
inspector in the employ of the Hartford Boiler 
Insurance Company, who resides in Cleveland, 
and who had come with a Niles manufacturer to 


buy machinery, stepped around to the fire box to 
witness the test. At that instant a rivet in the 
flue sheet brace’ gave way,and the seething 
contents of the boiler rushed out, striking 
Sturtevant in the face and parboiling him 
from head to _ foot. Patrick Kelly, who 
was inspecting the boiler, was struck 
on the head and enveloped in_ the 
torrent of steam and water—William McCloud 
was also scalded from the shoulders down; 
Foreman William Murphy was injured about the 
arms,and William Welsh was scalded and se- 
verely injured about the back. The apartment 
was 60 filled with steam that the victims could 
not be rescued until their flesh wasbaked. Their 
shrieks were heartrending. All were taken to 
St. Vincent’s Hospital. Kelly, who is aged about 
85 and has a wife and children, is dying. Sturte- 
vant, although givenup by the surgeons, is mak- 
ing a terrible struggle for life, but can’t recover. 
McCloud is in an extremely critical condition. 
The others willrecover. The accident is a most 
singular one, and seems to have had no prece- 
dent. Several other employes were knocked 
down by the force of the explosion, but received 
no serious injuries.

New-ORLEANS, March 31.—Charles de 
Lesseps, eldest son of the French engineer, 
Count Ferdinand de Lesseps, is staying here 
on his way from Colonto Havre. He has just 
passed tive weeks along the works on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, and says that everything is 
progressing finely. The work has been given 
out by the company to contractors who are now 


pushing it ahead, and it is expected that ere the 
eighties shall have elapsed the canal will be 
open to navigation. He says that naturally 
much time has been consumedin making the 
preparatory arrangements,which are of gigantic 
dimensions but which were entirely indispensa- 
ble. Now that these are at command, the work 
will go on easily and rapidly. He thinks that by 
the beginning of 1888 two-thirds of the canal 
will be navigable to small vessels. The health 
of the laborers along the canal he stated was 
very good. The hospitals were almost vacant 
during his visitto the isthmus. A very large 
force of laborers is now at work, and this is be- 
ing daily increased by new men from the Guif 
Islands.

THE HUSBAND OF LILLIAN CONWAY 


DIES IN A PHILADELPHIA HOSPITAL. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 31.—Charles Cam- 
blos, one of the best known members of the 
Philadelphia Stock Exchange, died this morning 
in St. Joseph’s Hospital of consumption. Eleven 
years ago Charlie Camblos, as he was familiarly 
called, then 26 years old, was a rich and strik- 
ingly handsome young man, whose clear-cut 
features, heavy drooping ‘black mustache, and 
large black eyes, lighting up a face naturally 
pale, were well known in the best business cir- 
cles andin fashionable society, At that time, 
1876, Lillian Conway, then a trim and rather 
pretty girl of 18, was a member of the 


stock company at the Chestnut-Street 
Theatre aying ‘Our’ Boys.” Charlie 
Camblos fell in love with her, and they were 
married, and Miss Conway retired from the 
stage. For five years they lived in a handsome 
house in the fashionable part of Locust-street, 
where two children—a boy and a girl—were born 
tothem. Then Mr. Camblos bought a fine chun- 
try place at Chestnut Hill, and they removed 
there. Not very long afterward the firm of 
which Mr. Camblos was a member failed, and 
though he was able to retain his seat in the Board 
of Brokers his means were greatly curtailed, 
and he never recovered his fortune. Mrs. Cam- 
blos took a salaried position as a choir singer in 
achurch in Germantown, and then after a time 
there began to be whisperings of domestic un- 
happiness in the Cambios home. It was said 
that Charlie was jealous and was drinking too 
much for the good of his health. His health 
failed and he went abroad for several months. 
After his return he lived, with his wife and chil- 
dren,in rooms in Girard-street, a short thor- 
oughfare chiefly devoted to semi-fashionable 
boarding houses, and it was there that on the 
2a of January, 1886, the separation took 
place. The children were divided, Mr. 
Camblos keeping the boy, which he sent 
to his mother in Germantown, and Mrs. 
Camblos keeping the girl. Immediately after- 
ward Mrs. Camblos who had grown stout since 
she left the stage, under her maiden name a 

eared as ‘“‘Miss Hurricane” in the ‘Little 

ycoon” atthe Temple Theatre and made a de- 
cided hit. Mr. Camblos attended the performance 
every night for months. He was very fond of 
his wife, but they never lived together again. 
His health gradually failed. Two weeks ago he 
was taken to St. Joseph’s Hospital that he might 
have the best attention of the Sisters in his last 
hours. His wife called there to see him several 
times and made her last visit yesterday. Mr. 
Camblos was the son of the late Charles Camblos, 
for many years a prominent stock broker. 


CORRUPTION IN TENNESSEE.

BRIBES OPENLY OFFERED TO SECURE 
LEGISLATION, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 31.—A great 
sensation has been created here by the discovery 
of considerable crookedness in connection with 
legislation during the late session of the General 
Assembly. Not only were the bills taxing in- 
surance companies and authorizing natural gas 
compaaies to lay pipes and enjoy other priv- 
ileges stolen and altered after they had passed 
one house, but various bills introduced myste- 
riously disappeared. James A. Harris, the 
Clerk of the Senate, stated to-day that a certain 
lawyer had offered him $1,000 to secure 
the defeat of a bill, and that he 


had resented the insult by drawing a 
revolver and ordering the attorney to leave 
theroom. Mr. Harris was also offered several 
hundred dollars to get the bill to repeal the act 
prohibiting the playing of baseball on Sunday 
passed. A member of the’Senate said that the 
passage of the bill to relieve druggists from the 
payment of taxes aggregating several hundred 
thousand dollars cost $6,000. An attempt was 
made by voting the names of absent members to 

ass the bill authorizing pool selling and book 
Petting on races run in other States, but the 
fraud was discovered in time to bring about the 
defeat of the measure. 

Senator McDowell stated to-day that what he 
had said on the floor of the Senate about cor- 
rupt means being employed to carry through 
certain legislation he stvod ready to prove by 
furnishing names and facts. A Senator replied 
that such assertions were becoming a disgrace 
to the Senate and to those who made them. Mr. 
McDowell reiterated his charges, and said if an 
investigating committee was created he stood 
ready to furnish names and the evidence. The 
committee was not called for, and the matter 
ended. There is a general demand for an in- 
vestigation that will lead to the exposure of the 
men who were engaged in such practices, and it 
is thought parties interested will take steps to 
secure it.

THE SUICIDE OF GOY. REYNOLDS. 

Sr. Louis, March 31.—The remains of ex- 
Gov. Thomas C. Reynolds, who committed 
suicide Wednesday afternoon, were conveyed 
from Scott & Lynch’s undertaking establish- 
ment this afternoon to the residence of Edward 
Cunningham, 3,500 Laclede-avenue. The body 
will lie at Mr. Cunningham’s until 2 o’clock Sat- 


urday afternoon, when the funeral will take 
place. Notwithstanding the terrible plunge 
which the demented man took through the ele- 
vator shaft and the consequent mutilation of 
flesh and fractures of bone, the face escaped, 
and yesterday its lifelike repose and calmuess 
startled, even his friends. Mrs. Reynolds re- 
mained in her room at the Southern Hotei 
all day and refused to see her most inti- 
mate friends. A large number called and 
left cards of condolence. All were anxious to 
express personally their sympathy for her, but 
she was inexorable in her determination to bear 
her grief in silence. Late in the afternoon she 
was driven to Mr. Cunningham’s residence, and 
for the first time since his death gazed on the re- 
mains of her husband. Mr. Cunningham is one 
of the Executors of Goy. Reynold’s will, and 
says thatin accordauce with the dead man’s 
wishes the funeral will be quict and unostenta- 
tious. The body will be taken to 8t. George’s 
Church and from there to Calvary Cemetery, 
where it will be placed in a vault which contains 
the remains of his first wife.

MR. ELDRIDGE IS POSITIVE 


HE IDENTIFIES THE GIRL 


KILLED AT RAHWAY. 

IF HE IS RIGHT HER NAME IS MARY 
CRENEY AND SHE CAME FROM 34 
VILLAGE IN MONROE COUNTY. 

There is the strongest reason—so strong 
as to be almost final—that the girl murdered at 
Rahway a week ago to-night was Mary Creney, 
of Fairport, a little village on the New-York Cen- 
tral Road 10 miles this side of Kochester. 

C. H. Eldridge, of the Hudson River and Maine 
Ice Company, 385 Front-street, this city, who 
lives at 637 Greene-avenue, Brooklyn, went to 
Rahway yesterday and positively identified the 
dead body as that of a woman who until the 
234 inst. had been a servant in his family. He 
called at the undertaker’s rooms about noon and 
asked fermission to see the dead body. It was 
granted, and Mr. Eldridge made his way to the 
box. After making a careful examination of 
the features he exclaimed: “It certainly looks 


like our Mary. I wish I could see her with the 
eyes opened.” 


The undertaker leaned over the top of the 
box and pressed back the lifeless lids, showing 
two lustreless grayish blue eyes. “Ob! that is 
she!” exclaimed Mr. Eldridge. 

“What was her name?” he was asked. 

“Now, that I can’t say positively, 1 used to 
call her Mary, but my impression is that her 
last name was something like Cregan. [ am a 
busy man, and don’t pay much attention to 
domestic affairs. My wife will know all about 
it. Til bring her out to-morrow. Mary was 
about 25 years old, would weich about 140 
pounds, had blue eyes, and dark brown hair, 
just like this girl. The more I look at her the 
more it grows on me that the face is familiar. 1 


would be willing to swear that the body is that 
of Mary. I wish I could see a protile. 

“ Here isa photograph; look at that,” said a 
TIMES reporter. 

it was one of those taken by Mr. Stacey, ot 
Rahway, on Wednesday. Mr. Ejdridge studied 
the picture earnestly for a moment, and then, 
handing it back, said: 

“ That’s the girl; there is no need of further 
identification. [am sure about it now. but to 
prevent any mistake I will bring out my wife to- 
morrow.” 

Mr. Eldridge then saic that Mary left his sery- 
ice last week, Wednesday, to go to au uncle whe 
lives on Elliot-place in Brooklyn. He could not 
tell the name or number, but thought his wife 
might be able todoso. ** We got a new girlon 
Saturday,” said Mr. Eldridge, “and Mary’s 
trunk is still at the house. She took away a tew 
things in a strap.” 

“ Wasn’t it a black satchel ?” 

*““Now that you speak of it maybe it was; I 
think there was an oid one in the house, but my 
wife will know.” 

‘“*What kind of a dress did she wear?” 

“Tthink a blue-striped one, but my wile will 
know more about that.” 

It was then suggested that Mr. Eldridge visit 
the police station and look a: the dead girl's 
effects. He did so and identified the greenish 
cloth dress with feather trimmings as the one 
worn by Mary when she came tv Brookiyn frem 
Syracuse. He said she reached Syracuse from 
Rochester. To. Mr. Eliiridge’s knowledge Mary 
did not have a lover, aud he had heard uer say 
to his wife that men were noi to her itkine. 

Before leaving Rahway with the promise to 
bring his wife back and to examine the contents 
of the girl's trunk, Mr. Eidridge viewed tbe 
body once more and reiterated the opinion that 
it was Mary’s. 

A TIMES reporter called last evening at Mr. 
Eldridge’s house, 637 Greene-avente, and foumt 
him discussing his identification of the dead girl 
with his wife and daughters. He ssid to the re- 

orter: ‘‘Directiy [set my eyes on the girl I 

new it was the Mary who lived withus. Lam 
positive of the identification.” 

Miss Iva Eldridge stated that she had neticed 
that their servant Mary hat a sexr on the right 
wrist. It was caused by Weutimwent for crysip- 
elas, or some complaint of that Kind.

Velch, of the ice company. with which 
Mr. Eldridge is conneviet. He secured her 
atanemployment agency kept by a Mr. Adams, 
on Salina-street, Syracuse. She had been 4 
dressmaker there, came trom Hochester, and had 
never before been in either New-York or Brovk- 
lyn. On Jan. 7 Mr. Eidridge met her in Albany 
and brougat her to Srovkiyn, arriviug the same 
evening. They found that she was a modest, 
ladylike, and well eduented girl, and treated ber 
with more familiarity than is geverally accorded 
to girls in her position. Sie Was of a decidediy 
religious bent, and attended service at the Tomp- 
kius-Avenue Catholic Chureh, St. Ambrose’s, 
twice every Sunday. 

After being iu the house abent’ a month she 
expressed a desire to leave, stating that she was 
homesick and wanted to go Daek to her people, 
near Rochester, witn whom, she corresponded 
regularly. About this time Mrs. Eldridge was 
taken ill, and asked her to stay until she got 
another girl. She consented, and duri ner 
mistress’s iliness was under Mr. Ele 8 in- 
structions, in which way the latter became miore 
familiar with her appearance tham he wenid 
otherwise have done. It was finally arranged 
thatshe should leave on Wednesday, the 234 mst, 
On that day she gathered up some of Rer effects 
and made asbawl-strap parcel of theta. — Mrs. 
Eldridge paid her about $23 which wasdue her, 
but this was not all the munry she tuok away 
with her, as she already had a sum ou hand, the 
amount of which is not known. She dressed her- 
self in a light and dark siviped dress, trimmed 
with little buttons and tassels, a blask Jersey 
jacket, a fur tippet and mutt, and a very higm 
trimmed hat, which, the family said, Was very 
different from the descriptions of the one found 
near the dead girl. Before she left she told Mra 
Eldridge that she was going to Visti an uncle 
living on Eljiott-place, that she would spend the 
night there, and would the next day leave for 
Rochester. She said that she would seud for her 
trunk on the following day. 

The family were positive that she had no male 
acquaintances as she was of a retiring disposition 
and had often said that she wus an old maid ane 
wanted nothing todo with beaux, her conduct 
fully bearing out the Statement. On one 
occasion she stayed out rather late, but whex 
mildly chided for it she said that there was Be 
need to feel worried as she was Well able to take 
care of herself. 

The reporter suggested to Mr. Eldridge that, 
ubder the circumstances, 1t woaid be well ty 
open the girl's trunk in order te ascertain her 
nume and that of the uncle at whose residence 
she intended to visit on the iast night of her 
stay in Brooklyn. They decided, how- 
ever, that uutil they had tore positive 
evidence of the girl's identity they would 
nut take this step. [t is Mr Eldridge’s inteu- 
tion to take his daughter Iva and Mr. Welch te 
Rahway at 9:20 this morniug, and U they 
also identify her he will feel warranted in seareh- 
ing the trunk with aview of learning more about 
the girl as a guide in discoving what she did and 
where she went since She disappeared. The 
trunk is a cheap, paper-covered one of small 
size. 1t bears no distinctive marks beyond the 
label of a Rochester express company. Sle was 
visited on one or two occasions by ber aunt, who 
was believed to live ou Eliiett-place. The 
Eldridges had no acquaintance with her, bub 
judged ky uppearance that she belonged to @ 
higher walk of life chan that of her niece, and 
that she did not altogether like the idew of te 
latter *‘ working out.” 

it being impossible to get Mary’s last names 
from the Eldridges u telegram was sent to the 
representative of THE Limes in that city. He 
replied as follows: 

“The girl identified by Charles Eldridge, of 
Brooklyn, as the person who was twurdered at 
Rabway, came to Syracuse from Fairport, N. Y., 
last December, and applied for’ a position as 
servant at the employment agency of Mrs. 8. M. 
Adams, 106 South Salina-sireet. She gave her 
name as Mary Creney, was well dressed, and 
said she desired a good place to go into serv- 
ice. She remained at Mrs. Adams’s house 
for a few days, when a call was made for a gizl 
to go to Brookiyn. The gentieman who called 
was the father of Charles Eldridse, the Brouk- 
lyn man, who formerly lived in Syracuse. The 
elder Eldridge lives at 93 Mulberry-street, Syta- 
cuse. He wisheia gir] to go to his son, in 
Brooklyn. At first the sirl said she had rather 
not go so far away from heme, but in a day or 
two she concluded to go, and made her af 
rangements. She met Mr. C. H. Eidridge 
in Albany, and went with him to his 
heme in Brooklyn.

Mr. Eldridge stated that some three 
weeks Eetoxs J. &. Welch hired a girl at Mrs. 
Adame’s agency and sent her to Mr. 
Eldridge in Brooklyn. She proved to_be 
intemperate, and a week afterward Mr. 
Eldridge received a letter from his son 
in Brooklyn asking him to get him another girl 
in Syracuse. He stated that he wanted a young 

ir], as old girls were apt to be “cranky.” Mr, 

Sidridge called at Mrs. Adams’s agency, and 
Mary Creney was recommended to him as a good 
girl. Mary spelied her name out to Mrs. Adams 
as ‘Creney.” She told oad 3 Adams that both 
her parents were living at Fairport, N. Y. She 
stated that they were very proud, and did not 
want her to live out. In view of this fact, Mrs, 
Adams thinks that Mary might have given an 
assumed name. 

As the Eldridges in Brooklyn refused to open 
their servant’s trunk, and as it was too late to 
get telegraphic communication from Fairport, 
nothing more could be done toward connecting 
Mary Crenéy with the case, and that branch of 
the inguiry had to be abandoned until to-day, 

There were some other interesting develop- 
ments at Rahway yesterday. Just before Mr, 
Eldridge identified the dead body Herman 
Zappf, of 144 Central-avenue, Rahway, looked 
at the pale and bruised face in the icebox at- 
tentively ond, then going to a coftin in the room, 
took from his pocket a neat package. This he 
opened and took out a photograph and lock of 
hair. The picture bore @ resemblance to the 
deceased, but the photograph was that of a girl 
with a form much slighter than her’s. 

“This isa picture of Maggie Collins, a young 
Trish girl.” said Mr. Zappf, “but she had just 
recovered from a fit_of illness When it was 
taken, and it makes her look thin. She was a 
friend of ours and went away to some part of 
Jersey, but we have lost all track of her. This 
isa lock of her hair.” The litthe memorial was 
compared with the dark hair of the dead girl,

“Tsee that young friend wore earrings,” said 
young Mr. Ryno, who had been scanning the 
picture at the window. ‘“ Tt proves that you are 
mistaken, because the ears of the deceased have 
not been pierced.” 

“That isso,” said’ Mr. Zappf taking another 
lock, ‘“‘and I thank God I am mistaken, for 
Magzie was too good a girl to be killed like a 
dog.” 

While Mr. Eldridge was making his examina- 
tion a medium-sized young man, whois a living 
likeness to the dead girl, entered the under- 
taker’s warerooms quietly and became an inter- 
estel spectator He looked enough like the de- 
eeased to be her brother. He was moderately 
well dressed but there was nothing con- 
spicuous about his attire. The stranger 

yvroved to be the man who on Wednes- 
aay night looked at the corpse and 
said it was that of his sister, Kate J. Neary, who 
had been missing from this city since last week 
Thursday. He had not seen her often enough, 
he told the undertaker, to describe the clothing, 
but he knew she had $1251n her possession 
when she started to visit friends in Union 
County. The man looked so much like the dead 

irl and his description of his sister on Wednes- 
Say night was so remarkably like the deceased, 
until he came to the hair, that Ryno, the under- 
taker, was confident the long expected identifi- 
eatidn was at-hand. Neary, however, said the 
hair was jet black, while the dead girl’s is dark 
brown. The stranger also said he was a Boston 
detective and this made the undertaker sus- 
picious. 

When the brother appearéd yesterday at the 
undertaker's he was questioned further about 
his sister. He repeated the description of her 
with a minuteness of detail that fitted very ex- 
actly the dead girl in the next room, 
and the details of his sister’s wardrobe corre- 
sponded well with the effects at the police 
station. Regarding the hair he said he might be 
mistaken as tothe shade, because he had only 
seen his sister recently atnight. He Knew she 
wore aveil. Regarding her whereabouts in this 
city he was a little vague. Shoe had, he said, 
been stopping with friends in Fifty-third-street. 
The number he did not know. He took her down 
tothe Jersey City Ferry last Thursday in the early 
evening. She was going to visit friends between 
Rahway and Elizabeth. He did not know just 
where. He onee visited them some years ago, 
and remembered that the father was a Major or 
Colonel. He said he had made some 
inquiries along the roads for the friends, 
but could uot find them. His sister also 
had some friends on Jefferson-avenue, about ten 
minutes’ walk from the railway station, but he 
did not know who they were. His sister went 
away with a bundle or sachel and carried a 
silk parasol. Some of her things were marked 
“N.” and some “K. N.” She was some- 
times called “Jennie,” ‘but had no _ middle 
name. She was 22 years old, and heis 24. She 
never wore earrings, but did have several rings. 
When she left him she had a pocketbook con- 
taining $125. He knewshe had a brooch pin, 
but did not remember that she wore it when they 
parted. 

Weary was asked why he did not show more 
eoncern about the case in view of his claim that 
the girl was his sister. He said he had done all 
he could. It was suggested that hesearch for 
her friends again more thoroughly and visit the 
house where she stopped in this city to seeif 
some clue could not be obtained there. To the 
latter suggestion he replied that the family had 
gone away, and subsequently he let slip the 
story that he had been up to the house. 

Detective Haggerty, of Jersey City, asked 
Neary if he and his sister were not at Newark a 
few weeks ago. Neary hesitated and finally 
answered that he was there about a week ago 
and was sick. 

Not long afterward the reporter was informed 
that the dead girl was not Neary’s sister at all; 
the detectives had worked that clue and knew 
where his sister was. In a little while ex-Chief 
of Police Wright, of Rahway, appeared, and was 
followed into the inner office of the undertaker’s 
by Neary. He left his hat behind, and 
curiosity prompted ithe reporter to pick 
it up and look inside. It bore the initials 
357 XD.” The curious circumstance 
Was noticed by others, and ore of the observers 
remarked that he thought he had seen Neary in 
this city, and believed him to be a detective. In 
2 little while the suspicious individual returned 
from his interview with Mr. Wright, who went 
direct to the police station. In the course of 
half an hour Neary was summoned to the lock- 
up by telephone. He responded promptly to the 
eall 


_ He was subjected to severe questioning by the 
authorities, and made many contradictory state- 
ments.. So unsatisfactory and suspicious were 
Neary’s answers that it was decided to 
hold him pending an investigation. Neary 
objected strongly to being searched, and made 
gome resistance. A quantity of letters and 
papers were taken from his pockets. He had no 
knife. The authorities when asked about the ar- 
rest were mysteriously reticent. They refused 
to tell anything about the contents of Neary’s 
papers. 

Among the other sensational developments of 
the day was the collapse of the Mary Maltby 
identification. It was reported late on Wednes- 
day night that Superintendent Harrison, of the 
Newark Home, had recognized the murdered 
girl as Mary Maltby, a former inmate of the in- 
stitution, but when Mary’s brother went to Po- 
lice Headquarters and denied the story, and 
later Mary herself put in an appearance, the 
mystery became as dark and deep as ever. 

It was also reported that the body was that 
of a girl who had been employed in the Women’s 
Protective Union, at 19 Clinton-place, this city. 
A lady connected with the union viewed the 
body yesterday and said the report was untrue. 

When the undertaking rooms were closed last 
night it was estimated that not less than 4,500 
persons had viewed the body since it was ex- 
posed last Saturday. A large percentage 
of the visitors were apparently impelled 
by curiosity, and fully two-thirds were 
women. The callers were from this city, 
Brooklyn, Jersey City, Philadelphia, Perth 
Amboy, Woodbridge, Camden, Newark, Eliza- 
beth, New-Brunswick, Plainfield, Orange, and 
other places in New-Jersey. Itis believed tha 
the body has been seen by somebody from some 
city, town, and village in the State. The fact 
that the identity of the girl has not been conclu- 
sively established bears out the theory 
that she is a stranger in that section 
ot the country, and makes it probable that she 
came from this city or Brooklyn. Why the au- 
thorities in those two cities do not takean active 
handin ferreting out the mystery is a mystery 
almost as dark as the crime itself. 

Mayor Daly, of Rahway, found this peculiar 
letter in his mail yesterday: 

“Park deed. Dark night. Offer big re- 
ward and you'll get your man. VIDOCQ.” 

The population of Rahway is estimated at 
7,000, and there are about 700 colored residents. 
Mrs. John McDonald, who lived near the scene 
of the murder until this week, said yesterday 
that about 9 o’clock on Friday night, while out 
on her back stoop, she heard loud cries or groans, 
and they were repeated. Being alone she hur- 
ried into the house frightened, and was kept 
awake during the night by the barking of dogs 
inthe neighborhood. Her husband came home 
between 10 and 11 and shetold him about the 

strange sounds, but he said she was probably 
nervous. 

‘ihe tongue of rumor has cast suspicion on 
**Joe” Reifle, who lives at Dr. Meeker’s house 
with Charles Henderschot, a block from the spot 
where the body was found. Reifle demed yes- 
terday that he kuew anything about the mur- 
der until Saturday. He got home early on Fri- 
day evening with “ Johnny” Smith, a blacksmith, 
and they pviayed eucher with Henderschot, 
whois ason of old Mrs. Henderschot who lives 
with the Froatt family in Milton. Henderschot 
works in Bloodgood’s mills and he confirmed the 
story. Smith was found at work in Harrison- 
street, and he told. a similar tale. All three re- 
member the barking of the dogs Friday night. 

A servant girl who was reported missing from 
the Froatt family appeared yesterday. 

The bloody knife found in the field not far 
from the body is a peculiar tortise-shell handled 
weapon, with two blades. The large one was 
open. It appears to have been recently sharp- 
ened. There are no brass tips or ends to the 
knife, and it bears the trademark “ Elbon.” The 
big blade is about two inches and a half long. 
The inquest will be begun to-day by Coroner 
Tyrrill. 

‘The hunt after the mysterious, “Timothy 

yrne” whose name was on the rubber stamp, 
occupied all yesterday afternoon and last even- 
ing in Brooklyn. The possibility and probability 
that the murdered woman was Mary Crerey, of 

Greene-street, and the fact that there wasa 
Timothy Byrne in that vicinity greatly sharp- 
ened the zeal of the searchers. The only 
Timothy Byrne in the Brooklyn Directory was 
set down at 124 Second-street, a grocery store, 
with apartments above. There, on the top floor, 
@ Timothy Byrne lived for two months, July 
and August of last year. Hewas about 30 years 
old, 5 feet 10 inches in height, ruddy faced, and 
had alight mustache. He worked as a coal cart

driver first in the Francis Yard, on Third- 
street, and afterward in the 
Nelson & Sons, on Degraw-street. He 
left Nelson’s six months ago and said 
he was going to coopering, that being his trade. 
He was dissolute, and treated his wife so that 
she had to leave him. He took their little girl 
and placed her with an ‘aunt of his on Warren- 
street, while his wife went out to service to sup- 
port herself. Since that time he has done odd 
jobs, driving for afew days on a Flatbush car, 
and at other times seeking work. His home or 
himself could not be found last night. 

While following the trail the detectives tan 
over that of another Timothy Byrne, a carpenter 
who works in Gorrahan’s shop, in Fifth-avenue 
near Gartield-place. This man, after a long 
search was run to earth in the saloon, corner of 
Nevins and Baltie streets. But for the fact that 
he was half drunk and half silly, hisdemeanor and 
answers, together with the tact that he had lived 
at 330 Bergen-street, not fat froin where Mary 
Creney lived would be extremely suspicious. As 
it is, he is worth investigation. 

He said he lived at 330 Bergen-street, and he 
does not live there. John Allen and his wife with 
whom he claimed to live having said that he had 
not been around for some time. He was unable 
to tell whether he had worked last Friday or 
net. He said he had relatives in Jersey whom 
he visited once in two years and afterwards said 
he had not been in Jersey for fifteen years. 
When asked about a rubber stamp he said 
that a man came into the shup three weeks ago, 
and he ordered a rubber stamp, but the man 
never came back and hever gotit. He is short 
in stature, dresses roughly, has a dark mus- 
tache, a red nose, and the general air of dissipa- 
tion. He was halting in his answers and con- 
fused in his manner, though whether this had 
any more serious case than whisky and a weak 
mind was difficult to tell. 

Conatable Thomas Lestrange, of Brooklyn, 
was certain yesterday that he had identitied the 
murdered girl as Mary Guntzler, who_ left 
Brooklyn in the latter part of January. Mary 
was found last evening safe and sound and in 
the employ of Mrs. Morris Marks, 334 West 
Twenty-ninth street. 

A man with blood stains on his inner coat, who 
could give no satisfactory account of himself, 
was arrested by the police in Albany early yes- 
terday morning. By mucb questioning it was 
ascertained that his name waS Charles Gorham 
or Gorman. He said he belonged in 
Paterson, and that his father, Charles 
Gorham, was a grocer there at 45 
Chestnut-street. The} mention of Paterson 
aroused suspicion in the minds of the officers 
that he might possibly have some connection 
with the Rahway murder, and he was held until 
the Jersey authorities could be consulted. Inhis 
socket he had about $70, and in a gripsack which 
he carried was a miscellaneous collection of spec- 
tacles, razors, and what appeared to be medicine. 
When asked how the blood stains came on his 
coat he denied that they were blood stains, but 
said that they were caused by an acid which he 
had spilled on the garment. An expert, how- 
ever, declared them to be blood. Gorham wore 

a shapeless black felt hat, a long ulster of brown 
mixed goods,a blue coat and vest, a rumpled 
white shirt. and collar, black _ trousers, 
and cowhide boots. He is short and 
rather slight, his complexion is dark, his 
nose small, his eyes light and deep set. A thick 
stubpole growth of two or three days covered the 
lower part of his face. His hair had a quasi 
prison cut, but he said he had cut it himself. On 
the back of his neck was a fresh scar or a sore, 
that looked as though something had scratched 
him.

A rumor prevailed last night that last Fri- 
day night on the train leaving New-York at 9 
o’clock was a young woman, apparently a Ger- 
man, who acted very queerly, sat with her back 
to the aisle of the car, and when the conductor 
asked for her ticket passed it to him over her 
shoulder, keeping her face averted.

THE SAVINGS BANK TAX BILL. 


A STRONG PROTEST AGAINST ITS 


DRAWN UP YESTERDAY. 

ALBANY, March 31.—The mania for taxing 
everything which has moneyed interests at stake 
has taken the form of numerous bills in this Legis- 
lature. The wildest of these is that of Mr. Erwin, 
which proposes to levy a tax on the surplus funds 
and deposits of savings banks and trust companies. 
The manner of accomplishing this is to compel As- 
sessors to fix the tax upon property of this descrip- 
tion at the same rate that is levied upon other 


personal property held by individuals. The pro- 
tests against such a scheme have been many, and 
they were very emphatic. Gentlemen who are 
opposed to it assembled it the Ways and Means 
Committee room this afternoon. They represented 
1,000,000 depositors and $500,000,000 of capital. The 
whole State has evidently been aroused by Mr. Er- 
win’s measure. Among those gentlemen were 
President Henry L. Hoguet, of the Emigrant Sav- 
ings Bank, and J. MHorsen, Rhodes, of 
the Greenwich Bank of New-York; Henry P. 
Morgan, President, and Vice-President White, of the 
Brooklyn; Henry L. Duguid, of Syracuse; J. H. Van 
Antwerp, President, Theodore Townsend, President, 
John Templeton, President. and Edmund L. Judson, 
from the Aibany banks; Treasurer Samuel Rainey, 
of the Hudson City; ex-Senator Selkreg, of the 
Ithaca Bank; John M. Davy, of the East Side, 
Rochester; President Harris, of the Old 
Rochester; D. TT. Smith and George N. 
Conkling. of the Metropolitan; Albert E. 
Orr, of the South Brooklyn; George H. Moller, the 
banker; Bank Superintendent Willis S. Paine, and 
his chief clerk, Edgar A. Werner, of the Bank De- 
partment, and Dan Griffin, of the Jefferson County 
Bank of Watertown. Wheeler H. Peckham ap- 
peared for the Union Trust Company and William 
Allen Butler for the Central Trust, of New-York. 
One of the most important arguments was the letter 
of President Merritt Trimble, of the Bleecker-Street 
Savings Bank, which has 112,000 depositors. This 
is what Mr. Trimble wrote: 

“ Fivst—It should bé considered that although 
the savings banks hold on deposit a very, large sum 
of money, it belongs to a very large number of per- 
sons—the average amount due each depositer in thia 
bank being $380, which is very nearly the’ 
same as the average throughout the State, and 
showing conclusively that the deposits in the 
savings banks represent the savings of persons of 
very moderate means, in the main that class of in- 
dustrious, economical, and thrifty working people— 
men, women, and children—who are the largest and 
most valuable portion of the community. To pro- 
mote and encourage the habits which create. this 
class is of the highest importance, and probably no 
more effective agency for this “pedgangy exists than 
the well conducted savings bank. 

Second—The savings banks cannot now invest 
their deposits in any of the stock securities allowed 
by law atrates to pay over 3 per cent. interest, 
while the rate on bond or mortgage will not average 
over 445 percent. Itis only by the possession of 
old investments now fast running to maturi- 
ty, that any of the gavings banks are 
able to pay their depositors the present rates of 
interest, say 34, to 4 percent. Therate of taxation 
in this city is abeut 244 per cent., and the impositione 
of such a tax on the deposits and surplus of the 
savings bank would compel the immediate reduction 
of the interest dividends to 2 per cent., or leas. In 
other words this bill proposes what is equivalent to 
an income tax of over 50 per cent. on the savings of 
the laboring classes. The disastrous conse- 
guences of such an inactment are easily foreseen. 
Atmong them, it is only necessary to mention the dis- 
eouragement to the habit of saving, the withdrawal 
of large amounts of money from the present safe de- 
positories in the hope of doing better elsewhere, 
with the inevitable loss of alarge portion gf it to, 
the owners through ignorance and inexperience as 
investors, and the disturbance to the general money 
market to follow large sales of securities by the 
savings banks. 

Messrs. Peckham, Hhodes, Orr, Griffin, and Sel- 
kreg all spoke against the bill. Mr. Selkreg said 
he had served on the Ways and Means Committee 
for seven years, and had geen bills of this particular 
kind introduced before, Such a bill was of no bene 
fit to the State. 

Superintendent Paine said if the bill passed a large 
number of banks wou'd pass out of existence. Mr. 

Hoguet agreed fully with this statement. The bill 
had not one single advocate. The bill has aroused 
such intense opposition that no member of the 
Legislature will dare to vote for if even if it escapes 
the committee, and this is extremelyimprobable. It 
seems a pity that men should be dragged to Albany 
on such an errand.

PASSES THE 
CARRIED BY A SOLID REPUBLICAN 
VOTE AFTER FOUR HOURS OF DE- 
BATE—THE CABLE ROAD BILLS. 
ALBANY, March 31.—The Crosby High 
License bill was passed in the Senate this 
morning by a vote of 18 to 14 without amend- 
ménts, and ought now to be in the hands 
of Gov. Hill. The Democrats voted solidly 
against the measure, and they were joined 
by Senators Worth, of Brooklyn, and Cogge- 
shall, of Utica, who deserted the Republican 


ranks. The affirmative yote was solidly Repub- 
lican. 

It required fully four hours of debate to bring 
about this resnlt. The bill was reported favora- 
Yly by the Committee on Internal Affairs this 
morning, and soon after Mr. Pitts, who assumed 
charge of the measure, moved to suspend the 
rules so that the bill could be immediately con- 
sidered. He had given notice of his intention 
yesterday to take this step and thus obviated 
the necessity of securing a two-thirds vote at 
any time for the consideration of the bill. The 


rules were suspended, although Mr. Worth asked 
that the bill be laid over until to-morrow so that 
he could prepare a speech against it, and Mr. 
Murphy gave warning that he intenled to ob- 
struct every step in the consideration of the bill. 
Subsequently he abandoned this purpose and 
confined himself to calling for a yea and nay 
vote on every proposition, so that the record on 
the billis unusually complete. 

The burden of leading the opposition to the 
bill had been thrust on Senator Daly’s shoulders, 
and he reluctantly assumed it with the pref- 
atory remark that he knew his attitude would 
be an extremely unpopular one to take, and he 
trusted to the tailure of the bill in operation, 
should it become a law, for vindication. He 
then offered two amendments, the first provid- 
ing that the bill should apply to the whole 
State. The Democrats wheeled solidly into line 
for this proposition, except Mr. Fagan, who 
voted with the Republicans. Mr. Pierce went 
so far as to promise to vote for the bill1f this 
amendment were accepted, and promised to try 
to secure the Democratic vote for it by caucus 
action. The amendment was beaten by a vote 
of 12 to 20, the Republicans except Mr. Worth 
voting solidly against it. 

Mr. Daly then moved to amend by bestowing 
on the Board of Estimate in New-York the power 
to fix the license fees, but this was defeated by 
a vote of 11 to 19 on the same lines. Mr. Reilly 
offered an amendment identical with the second 
Daly amendment, save that it tixed the limits at 
$50 and $1,000 between which licenses should 
be established. It suffered the fate of the Daly 
amendments. 

After the bill had been ordered to a third 
reading Mr. Pitts moved another suspension of 
the rules, of which he had also given previous 
notice, and the bill was then put upon its final 
passage. Nearly every Senator put himself on 
record. Mr, Daly opposed the bill on the ground 
that it was special legislation, and in practice 
would be ineffectual against the evils it was de- 
signed to check. He thought its friends were 
sincere, but misguided. Mr. Worth opposed the 
bill because it would alienate the German vote 
from the Republivan Party and do nothing to 
promote temperance. - 

Mr. Fassett favored it as an experiment in 
temperance legislation, the success of which in 
practice would lead to the application of princi- 
ple throughout the State, although, incidentally, 
he declared himself in favor of the Vedder 
Liquor Tax bill as a measure more practical in 
application and better in principle. Indeed, the 
Senate now means to pass the Vedder bill at the 
earliest moment, and to try to induce the Assem- 
bly to take the same course, so that if Goy. Hill 
vetoes the Crosby pill as special legislation a 
general billcan be at once presented tohim. Mr. 
Raines denied that the bill was speciallegislation 
in ar obnoxious sense of the word, as the unbroken 
record of license legislation showed that the 
Legislature and Governors of the State have 
always acted on the theory that the special con- 
ditions in New-York City called for different 
license laws than those applied to other sections 
of the State. 

Mr. Griswold, who alone in the delegation 
from below the Harlem voted for the bill, stated 
that he did so because the moral sentiment of 
the communities to be affected by the bill de- 
sired its passage. 

Mr. Reilly declared himself opposed to all 
sumptuary legislation, and charged that the bill 
was an outgrowth of the anti-saloon Republican 
movement, and was designed to catch temper- 
ance votes. At this statement Mr. Worth in- 
dulged in a loud guffaw. 

The Democrats have felt somewhat uncertain 
as to the position of Senators Wemple and Par- 
ker, but both came up to the scratch with feeble 
steps and voted against the bill. Mr, Wemple 
sent up to the desk the protest of the local 
branch of Good Templars in one of the Mohawk 
Valley villages against the bill, and stated that 
he could never go back on his temperance con- 
stituents. The Senate smiled. Mr. Parker made 
a few remarks about the “ bad form” of the bill, 
which prevented him from voting for it, and 
added, for the benefit of the Albany clergymen 
and Sunday school teachers, that there was no 
morality in the megsure. 

Senator Henry T. Coggeshall was an unex- 
pected addition to the Democratic ranks. The 
reason he assigned for voting against the bill 
was “special legislation” and ,its possible bad 
effects on the industry of the hop growers of his 
district. The Senate was in seesion from 10:30 
A.M. until 3:30 P. M., and adjourned immedi- 
ately after the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Traphagen’s little bill against President 
Bayles, of the Health Board, was exposed in the 
Senate in the adverse report on his bill prohibit- 
ing any one from holding a city office in New- 
York unless he had resided a year in the city. 
He begged hard for his bill, but Senator Hen- 
dricks held it upto ridicule and Mr. Daly showed 
that it would compel clerks in city departments 
and school teachers who can live on moderate 
salaries with comfort in Jersey City or Brook- 
lyn to give up their homes and live in the 
city. All the Democrats except Mr. Daly fol- 
lowed Mr. Traphagen’s foolish lead, but the bill 
was killed. 

Senator Low offered a resolution, whose con- 
sideration went over'until next Monday evening, 
salling for a statement from the insurance com- 
panies, giving their reasons for increasing rates 
of insurance on rural property. He declared 
that the farmers of the State are greatly out- 
raged by the injustice of the insurance com- 
panies toward them. 

The cable iobby has organized the members 
of the present Assembly as they have not been 
organized since the memorable fight over the 
General Street Railroad billin 1884. Such men 
as Judge Greene, of Orange, and Bub Mulry, of 
New-York, have been on the cable company’s 
roster for sometime. C, D. Baker, of Steuben, 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, is a re- 
cent recruit. Both he and Samuel Conover, of 
Westchester, plainly showed their hands to-day, 
and by their acts indicated that they have been 
selected to play a bold vart in the company’s 
scheme to steal 70 miles of the streets of New- 
York for cable purposes. 

Speaker Husted complained of'a sore throat, 
and before the session closed called Mr. Baker 
to the Chair. The State of New-York has some 
few things to be thankful for in connection with 
the present Legislature, and one of them is the 
fact that Mr. Baker was not elected as the per- 
manent occupant of the Chair last January. 
The committees all had big batches of reports 
to make, and when the hour of 2 o’clock arrived 
a motion to extend the session until 
these reports had been submitted was 
earried. For an hour and a haif thereafter 
the attention of every member of the 
House was fully occupied. When Chairman 
Cole of the Railroad Committee sent his reports 
down to the desk, Mulry and Conover began to 
quiver with excitement. If the sum of $10,000 
had depended upon their united ability to doa 
certain thing within a certain time, and do it 
successfully they could not have hustled about 
it any more eagerly than they seized this oppor- 
tunity to defeat the adverse report on two cable 
railroad bills. The acts of Mr. Baker showed 
that he was anxious to help them all he knew 
how by his rulings. 

The first of the two adverse reports was upon 
What has come to be known as the Traphagen 
bill. Itrevives the Shaw cable scheme in all its 
glory by conferring upon the cable company’s 
officers full power to goon and complete such 
details of construction and management as 
ought to have been covered by Mayor Edson’s 
Rapid Transit Commission that brought the 
company into existence, but which were not. 
The minute the report was read by the clerk, 
Mr. Mulry began to unwind his wits. He moved 
to disagree with the report, and with bulging 
eyes got out into the well where he could exer- 
cise his arms and legs. Somebody pushed him 
aside and advanced toward the clerk’s desk, 
shouting: * Mr. Speaker.” This somebody had 
all the appearance of the genteel brigand who 
appears and disappears in the play. Chairman 
Baker recognized him and exclaimed: ‘* The gen- 
tleman from Westchester, Mr. Conover.” Sure 
enough he was the old New-York Park Commis 
sioner of fragrant memory. 

“T’ve got a minority report. I’m a member of 
the Railroad Committee,” shouted Mr. Conover. 

Mr. Conover’s mission was to get the report on 
the Clerk’s desk; Mr. Baker would attend to the 
reat. There was some parleying between the 
three members as to the formality of the pro- 
cedure. Suddenly Mr. Baker cut it short by de- 
claring that the minority report was admitted 
and was on the desk, there being no objection. 

** But I object,” roared Mr. Hamilton. 

“Too late,” was the arbitrary ruling of 
cable company’s servant in the chair, 

“We want fairness here,” replied Mr. Hamil- 
ton; ‘* we’ve had no opportunity to object.” 

There would have been a dozen men to object 
if they had had an opportunity, but the Chairman 
chose torefuse to allow any objection to be 

made. “There was plenty of opportunity 
allowed” was the astonishing rejoinder of the 
truth-distorting Chairman. Mr. Baker next rec- 
ognized Mr. Mulry, who grew red in the face as 

he proclaimed that all the people of New-York 
want cable railroads, and only the horse rail- 
roads and the lobby oppose them. Allthe symp- 
toms of a first-class riot were gradually develop- 
ing. Mr. Cole had given notice to Messrs. 

Hamilton, Crosby, Cantor, and MelIntyre 

that if they had any interest in protecting the 
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city of Néw-York froin the rapacious Cable 
Company, they must help sustain = his 
committee’s report. He had grown tired of 
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making adverse reports of had bills, and unless 
the New-York members came to his aid in this 
matter they wouldhave to assume their share 
of responsibility,should the Cable Company win. 
The members who were in the service of the 
company moved uneasily about, and everybody 
seemed to be taking observations pfeparatory to 
@ vigorous com bat. 

At this juncture Speaker Husted caught the 
eye of Mr. Baker, and was recognized. “This is 
a very light House,” he said; ‘many members 
are out of their seats; I move the further consid- 
eration of this whole subject be postponed till 
next Tuesday.” 

“Impossible,” ejaculated Mr. Mulry, who 
reached out his hands asif grasping something 
that threatened to get beyond his reach. 

“Let her co over,” exclaimed several of his 
friends in chorus, and “over” it went, and along 
with it the adverse report on the second bill. 
The latter bill was introduced by Mr. Mulry him- 
self. It repeals section 16 of the General Street 
Railroad act of 1884.That section declares that no 
street surface railroad shall be constructed to 
run in whole orin part upon the surface of any 
street or highway under the authority of any 
rapid transit commission. This 1s the section 
over whicit the cable and horse railroad lobbies 
had such a fight, resulting in the utter defeat of 
the cable crowd. 

Chairman Baker has forfeited the respect of 
more than one associate by his action fo-ahy. 
Speaker Husted is authority for the statement 
that there is no gueh thing known to legislation 
as a minority report from a standing committee 
of the House. The only means committeemen 
have of exhibiting their dissatisfaction with the 
course of the majority of their associates is by 
recording their-dissent in the regular report 
submitted by the Chairman. No such minority 
report as Mr. Conover submitted can be made, 
except by consent, and, as has been 
shown, no opportunity for objecting to 
his irregular procedure was afforded by the 
arbitrary Chairman. The Conover document 
of itseif seems to be harmless. Its adoption 
would bind those who voted for it to cable legis- 
lation, and would be the means of determining 
to the satisfaction of the lobby whom they had 
already got and whom they had to get. Itisa 
rehearsal of the acts that led to the formation of 
the Cable Company, the history of the company’s 
attempts to gridiron Manhattan Teihiid and 
some favorable views upon the cable question 
uttered last year by a Railroad Commissioner. 
The only signature to it is that of Samuel 
Conover, ‘‘a minority of the Railroad Commit- 
tee.” Lts conclusion is couched in these words: 

“The minority of the committee would state that 
in itsjudgment the project of the New-York Cable 
Company is one of unquestionable merit, and, if 
consummated, will be of incalculable public advan- 
tage. There is no doubt that cable traction, for 
either surface or elevated street railroads, is superior 
to any other known motive power in use, or capable 
of practical use, and when applied to a comprehen- 
sive system of city transit, either surface or elevat- 
ed, or partly of both, as is proposed in this scheme 
of the Cable Company, whereby, through’ the plan of 
transfer tickets, good all over it for a single fare of 
5 cents, a passenger may go up and down and acrosg 
the entire city, so as to connect with all the ferries, 
steamship companies, and steam railroad stations 
within the limits of the eity of New-York, between 
the Harlem River and the Battery, it should receive 
the unhesitating encouragement and approval of the 
Legislature.” 

In its final paragraph the report declares that 
no objection to the Cable Company’s project has 
been expressed except by the borse, under- 
ground, and elevated railroad companies, while 
the people are universally in favor of it. 

The cable bills were hardly disposed of when 
Mr. Shea, of New-York, moved to discharge the 
Railroad Committee from further consideration 
of his bill compelling the substitution of the 
grooved rails for the centre-bearing rails on 
street railroads. This was opposed by Chairman 
Cole, Who stated that the bill had been referred 
to the Railroad Commissioners for examination 
and report. Judge Greene, who has had his 
quarrels with Mr. Cole in the past over 
cable bills, and who will have more in the 
future, as the result of his remarks to-day, in- 
sinuated that Deacon Richardson owns and con- 
trols the Railroad Committee and its Chairman 
as well. Mr. Colo was indignant, and for five 
minutes the House listened in silence to the 
well deserved scoring which he gave the Judge. 
He sarcastically referred to him as a ‘“‘ spotter,” 
a ‘gentleman,’ an immaculate representative 
of the people, and a member deserving of the 
confidence of everybody who knew him. Hetold 
him that he would compare records with him, 
it mattered not whether they were public 
or private. He gave hith to understand that his 
character was very generally understood, and 
he intimated that it would not bear too close an 
inspection. The Judge wriggled in his seat. He 
had received thrusts which he could not parry, 
and which went straight home. There is no 
doubt that he is about the slickest gentleman 
ever allowed to represent Orange County at 
Albany. The result of this very spirited ex- 
change of views was that Mr. Shea decided to 
postpone further action on his bill until Tuesday. 

At last there is prospect of the passage of the 
Griswold bill reducing the price of gas in Brook- 
lyn to $1 60. The gas companies have fought it 
hard, but they were worsted by the Assembly 
to-night. Unless they bring to Albany some 
thousands of dollars, the bill will pass as it came 
from the Senate, for it was ordered to a third 
reading to-night. The scheme of the companies 
was to complicate matters by pushing the 
Erwin Gas Commission bill and the Gra- 
ham Dill, the latter reducing the price 
to $125 per thousand. Chairman Mc- 
Carthy, Cities Commi ttee, proye 
a valuable friend of the gas companies. He 
resisted the efforts of the friends of cheap gas 
to amend the Commission billso that the pro- 
posed Commissioner shall not allow a 
charge of more than $125 to be made 
in New-York and $1 60 in Brooklyn. 
Mr. Hamilton and Mr. MeKenna, Mr. 
Crosby and Mr. Kruse, succeeded in knock- 
ing out the ninth section, which permitted 10 
per cent. dividends on the capital stock, no 
matter whether it is watered or not. The bill 
was then ordered toa third reading. 

A part of the gas companies’ scheme was also 
to pushthe $1 25 bill ahead of the Griswold bill. It 
is known that the Graham bill would never pass 
the Senate. The failure of the Griswold bill in 

the Assembly and the Graham billin the Senate 
would leave Brooklyn just where it is—at the 
merey of the gas comparies. Mr. McCarthy 
was exceedingly anxious to order the Graham 
bill to a third reading ahead of the Griswold bill, 
and he made a motion to that effect, but the cheap 
gas members saw through the scheme. Mr. 
Kruse explained that the $1 60 bill should take 
precedence of the $1 25, and this was ordered 
by the House by a vote of 67 to 34. Mr. Graham 
joined in the successful attempt to table his own 
pill, realizing that he could not afford to imperil 
the passage of the Griswold bill. His bill can 
be taken from the table at any time and passed. 
The Senate will then have to bear the odium 
of its defeat. A vote against the proposition to 
table the Graham bill was practically a vote 
against cheap gas for Brooklyn. These members 
voted against it: Messrs. Farrell, Haggerty, 
Longley, McLaughlin, McMahon, and McCann, of 
Brooklyn, and Messrs. Finn, Hagan, Hayes, 
Kenny, Martin, Power, and Shea, of New-York. 

The Ives poo! bill was discussed for a fow min- 
utes by the Assembly to-night, and then went 
over until next Tuesday. Moralist Baker de- 
claimed against its passage. Mr. Kruse opposed 
it on principle. 

After much discussion, in which leader Shee- 
han wildly declared that absolutely nothing had 
been discovered which impeaches the honesty 
and integrity of any Democratic officials, the 
Bacon committee was given until May Lin which 
to complete its investigation of crooked Kings 
County officeholders. 

The Ives bill compelling the city of New-York 
to pay one-half the expense of sewers on Tenth- 
avenue, between One Hundred and Fourteenth 
and One Hundred and Thirtieth streets, was 
passed by the Assembly by a bare majority. 
Messrs. Howe, Crosby, Martin, and McKenna 
pointed out the fact that the language of the 
bill is a violation of the rule laid down by the 
Governor with reference to home rule. 

Speaker Husted inserted in the Supply bill 
$25,000 for building a road from Annsville,» 
Westchester County, to the State camp at Peeks- 
kill. 

Mr. Cantor’s Concert Saloon License bill was 
lost by a vote of 51 to 44, Mr. Cantor explained 
that it was public policy to allow the Mayor of 
New-York to determine what places should be 
licensed to give concerts and atthe same time 
dispense liquors to patrons. Mr. Crosby favored 
the bill, saying he could not understand bow 
drinking would be increased when music is per- 
mitted, as was once the casein Madison-Square 
Garden. Such a bill as this, in his judgment, 
would allow reputable garden concerts to be 
given, but would shut out the dives. 

The Marvin bill repealing the mandamus ex- 
cise law of last year came down from the Senate 
to-day, and Charles Smith, who introduced the 
mandamus act, sought to send it to the Judiciary 
Committee, over which his friend Mr. Baker pre- 

The House, however, sent it to the Ex- 
cise Committee. The liqnor dealers will douabt- 
less stand an assessment and allow somebody to 
come to Albany in their interest to help kill 
the bill. 

The Hamilton bill regulating the fees of the 
Register’s oflice has been reported from e¢um- 
mittee and placed on the order of third reading. 
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| MANAGING THE RAILROADS 


THE CONSOLIDATED ROAD. 
AN INQUIRY RESPECTING THE SINKING 
FUND. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 31.—This after- 
noon, from 2 to 6 o’clock, the Committee on Rail- 
roads had a hearing upon the resolution direct- 
ing them, among other things, to examine the 
manner in and the purpose for which the sinking 
fund of the Consolidated Road had been created. 
Jt was the intention of Henry L. Goodwin, 
who, with his eounsel, ex-Lieut.-Goyv. Sill, con- 


ducted the investigation to show that the an- 
nual returns were not according to law because 
the sinking fund income had not been included 
in the gross receipts of the road. Henry U. Rob- 
inson, a Director and attorney of the road, filed 
a long statement in answer to Mr.Goodwin to the 
effect that the company had notdeceived the pub- 
lic in any respect, and that the canal road 
stock paid for at par and costing $1,229,800 in 
1881 was entered this year in the sinklng fund 
at only $297,385 86, because its market value 
was only the sum. The company did not deny 
any of Mr. Goodwin's facts, but claimed that 
they had a lawful rght to do as they 
had done, in keeping’ general account and a 
sinking fund account separate. None of the 
company’s books were produced. William L. 
Squires, Treasurer, was interrogated, but noth- 
ing of value was elicited. The company called 
Ezkiel H. Trowbridge, a Director, ADA with Mr, 
Squires the Sinking Fund Committee. He swore 
that not a cent of the accretions to the. sink- 
ing fund were from the earnings of the 
road. President Clark also testified and 
argued that the system of bookkeeping pursued 
was correct and covered up nothing to an ex- 
pert. It was baad that the company’s books 
in New-York be examined, but at length it was 
concluded to acceptin lieu thereof a certified 
abstract of the vote of the Directors author- 
izing a,sinking fund and a transcript of the 
number? and cost of new engines and cars 
during the year. These will be furnished Tues- 
day morning, when the closing argument will be 
made. The hearing was to shed light on the 
disappearance of nearly $500,000 in the trans- 
action by which the company came into control 
of the New-Haven and Northampton Railroad 
in 1881, but the committee ruled out all in- 
= as to this as pertaining to ancient his- 
ory. 

The Berkeley Divinity School of Middletown 
and a citizen named Jackson. owners of 2,000 
shares of the stock of the New-Haven and North- 
ampton Railroad, have brought suit against tha 
Consolidated Road in the Superior Court for 
New-Haven County to test the legality of the 
sale of the controlling interest in their road to 
William E. Barnett as. Trustee for the Consolidated 
in 1881. The claim involves the legality of the 
so-called sinking fund, and will bring to the 
courts all transactions concering the purchase 
of the stock for $1,229,800 andits return by the 
company in its anvual report as $737,880, or 
nearly $500,000 less. The Divinity’ School, 
it is understood, allege that the consum- 
mation of the bargain has seriously in- 
jured the road and their interest therein, 
which is not dividend paying. Simon E. 
Baldwin is attorney for the school, and to-day 
sought to have the Legislative Committee hear 
him upon the question of the legality of the sink- 
ing fund, so that his client’s rights might not be 
impaired by a report indoursing its validity. 
They refused to hear him, but took a formal 
resolution to that end for consideration. The 
suit will not be reached for a year or more, but 
will furnish some interesting developments. 


OBEYING THE NEW LAW. 
ALL THE RAILROADS PREPARING POSTERS 
BEARING THE RATES. 

A General Passenger Agent’s office nowa- 
days looks like a card printer’s -establishment 
on @ big scale. Great piles of stiff posters bear- 
ing the schedules of fares from different stations 


are waiting shipment, while others are being 
wrapped up into bundles by clerks who know 
they have much to do before the inter-State law 
goes into effect. The law’s provision relating to 
the manner in which the tariffs shall be printed 
has produced some formidable results. One of 
the cards which patrons of the New-Jersey Cen- 
tral will be allowed to admire is as big as a 
county map in a country lawyer’s office. 

This company is all ready for the new law, so 
far asits passenger department is concerned. 
Some of its schedules were posted in the stations 
of the road yesterday. Only half a dozen changes 
ofany importance have been made in the old 
rates. The road has about 250 stations. Rates 
between points in the same State will notas a 
general thing be given, but the fares from this 
city and from New-Jersey places to points in 
Pennsylvania will be duly published. 

General Passenger Agent Farmer, of the Erie, 
said yesterday that all the tariffs in his depart- 
ment have been prepared. The road has about 
400 stations. Few changes in fares have been 
necessary, but occasionally the *‘long and short 
haul” clause has necessitated alterations. New- 
burg, being a competitive point, reached by the 
New-York Central and the West Shore, the fare 
from this city tosome stations this side of the 
town has been reduced. Sterlington and Sloats- 
burg 5 aah an unlimited local rate of $1 10,a 
limited local rate of $1 08, and an excur- 
sion rate of 1 45. Tuxedo Park ets 
rates of $1 20, $1 08,and $1 60; Southfield, 
$1 30, $108, and $1 75; Greenwood, $1 35, 
$1 08 and $1 85; Newburg Junction, $1 40, 
$1 08, and $1 90; Turners, $1 45, $1 O8, and 
$195; Central Valley, Highland Mills, Wood- 
bury, Houghton Farm, Mountainville, and Corn- 
wall, $1 45, $1 O8, and $2; Vail’s Gate Junc- 
tion and New-Windsor, $1 45, $1 16, and 
$2 25. Small towns in divisions in the middle 
of the State will be furnished with schedules 
of fares to all other points in their division 
and to all stations in other divisions at which 
through trains stop. All agents are notified 
that no tickets can be sold at other than 
schedule rates except by written authority 
from the proper officers of the company. Mr. 
Farmer believes that the effect of the law on 
passenger business will be beneficial. 

The Pennsylvania Road’s offices were deco- 
rated yesterday with posters giving the ‘‘ Tariff 
ot inter-State passenger rates, local, united 
railroads of New-Jersey; inter-State commu- 
tation ticket rates and excursions.” No 
changes of rates have been made, and the only 
effect of the law is the publication of the tariffs. 
They will be rather puzzling to most people who 
read them. No changes in fares will have to be 
made by the roads running into the Grand Cen- 
eee as they sell their tickets at so much 
a mile. 

The freight tariffs,as a general thing, are so 
much more complex than those of the passenger 
department that they will not be out until near- 
ly the last moment allowed. Agents of South- 
ern roads have not yet been notified of any 
changes on their lines. It is probable that the 
Southern Association will try to get the Commis- 
sioners’ interpretation of the law as soon as pos- 
sible, and, until they succeed in that, do the best 
they can by acting on their own interpretation.

JUMPED #ROM THE ROOF. 


TERRIBLE DEATH OF AN OLD MAN aN 
BROOKLYN. 


People walking along Flatbush-avenue, 
Brooklyn, at 6 o’elock yesterday morning saw an 
old man, clad only in a night shirt, staggering on 
the roof of. 130, a flat house. He walked to the 
edge of the building and suddenly flung himself 
to the sidewalk. The fall was a frightful one, 
and the old man’s body was horribly mangled, 
when an officer arrived and tried to lift him up. 
His ‘skull was cracked like ‘an eggshell and the 
brains were scattered all around. Several pedes- 


trians fainted at the sight, and the uproar which 
Was created caused a lady on the top floor of the 
building to throw open a window and look out.

During these attacks he was not 
responsible for his actions, and Mrs, Kelsey had 
arranged to knock on the wail for Mrs. Thayer 
be op a was needed. 

n Wednesday night Mr. and Mrs, Kelsey re- 
tired at the usual hour. Mr. Kelsey slept ante 
ally well until 6 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when he awoke and in getting out of bed aroused 
his wife. He said he was going into the bath- 
room and refused to let Mrs. Kelsey get up. He 
seemed to be well, so his wife did not rise. She 
heard no noise until the cries in the street at- 
tracted her attention and she opened the win- 
dow, At first she thought the prostrate man 
was drunk, but the next moment she saw that it 
was her husband, 

Mr. Kelsey, instead of going to the bathroom, 
opened the hatehway leading to .the roof, and, 
going through it, walked to the edge and 
jumped off. In the descent his body turned over 
and he struck on his head. The mutilated body 
was removed to the Tenth Precinct Station-

PIGEON MATCH. 


CHAMPION 
WINS. 

With bright skies and not too boisterous 
weather for good work the first great pigeon- 
shooting match between England’s champion, 
W. Graham, and J. H.'Brewer, the champion of 
Pennsylvania, took place yesterday on the Jer- 
sey City Heights Gun Club ground at Marion, 
N.J. The match was for $250 a side, 100 
pigeons each, 30 yards rise, Hurlingham rules. 
It was one of the best contested matches ever 
shot. Brewer, who had been on a sick bed for 


some time, was not fully recovered from his ill- 
ness, but his deadly tirst barrel and the confi- 
dence of his supporters made him a favorite 
soon atter the start at the odds of $100 to $80 
on him. The Philadelphia contingent was in 
good force and backed their man heayily. When 
the match was over their pockets were depleted 
to the extent of nearly $10,000, while the Jersey 
backers of Graham were struggling hard with 
the load of silver coin and greenbacks they had 
to carry home. About 500 people paid admis- 
sion at the gate, and several of the Philadel- 
phians who had lost their money said that the 
arrangements and the match itself were the best 
they ever saw. 

Brower led off, killing his first bird. Graham 
did the same. They tied on the thirty-ninth 
bird, Brewer having led up to that point. After 
the first 50 had been shot at the score stood 
Brewer 44, Graham 42. In the next 50 Graham 
tied his opponent on the nineteenth bird, and, 
after missing two birds, made the remarkable 
score of 39 straight “ kills,” missing his last bird. 
But the match was won. Brewer fell off a little 
at the finish and lost the match by two birds. 
The wind was very fitful, and that, combined 
with the strong flying birds supplied by the Jer- 
sey City Heights Gun Club, made the score 
sinaller than it probably would have been under 
more favorable conditions. Brewer killed with 
his first barrel much more frequently than Gra- 
ham did. The latter, although it was not neces- 
sary at times, used his second barrel 40 times, 
Brewer used his on 32 occasions. The return 
match will be shot at Pastime Park, Philadel- 
phia, April 7, under the same conditions, 

Graham killed 89 birds and missed 11. Brewer 
missed 13 birds and killed 87.

The course which the Salerno 
seemed to have followed since she was first 
eae appeared to be toward the Azore Islands.

Sanderson & Sons, the agents of the Salerno, say 
that they are not worried about her. When the 
report of the Caland was first received it was 
supposed that the Salerno was trying to reach 
Halifax, and the steamer Damera was sent out 
from that port in search of her.

JEX & CO’S LOSS. 
THEY MUST STAND IT THEMSELVES, 
JUDGE 6’GORMAN SAYS. 

Judge O’Gorman, of the Superior Court, 
has dismissed the suit sf William Jex & Co. 
against A. D. Straus & Co. In December, 1885, 
the Messrs, Straus asked the Messrs. Jex, who do 
@ large business with Central Ameriea, and have 
a branch house on Corn Island, near the coast of 
Honduras, to give a man by the name of Del * 
Gado a letter of introduction to their agent 
at Corn Island. The request was granted, 
and Del Gado left New-York on the 


Steamer City of Mexico, representing that 
his trip was solely one of pleasure. 
Some innocent-looking cases, howerer, which 
were consigned to him in eare of the Mesers, 
Jex’s agent at Corn Island, turned out to be filled 
with arms and ammunition. By the assist 
ance of the crew of the City of Mexieo Del Gado 
seized the warehouse at Corn Island belonging 
tothe Messrs. Jex, and then headed a party 
who went to Honduras to aid Gen. Soto in 
getting possession of the Government of the 
country. Before they had pursued their project 
very far, however, the United States authorities 
seized the City of Mexico and put an end to Del 
Gado’s performances. 

The Messrs. Jex claimed that the Mesera, 
Straus ought to make them whole for the 
losses which Del Gado inflicted upon tuem, in- 
asmuch as if was by their request that he waa 
given the letter of introduction, by means of 
which he was enabled to seize their warehouse 
at Corn Island. The Messrs. Straus not seeing it 
inthat light the Messrs. Jex sued them for 
$10,000. The Messrs. Straus defended by filing a 
demurrer which set up that they were not 
legally responsible for Del Gado’s acts after he 
left this city and was heyond their control, es- 
aca as there was nothing to show that they 

new anything about his wicked plans. Judge 
O’Gorman sustains the demurrer.

THE TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 


Julien T. Davies, counsel for the Manhat- 
tan Elevated Railway Company and also for the 
property owners who petitioned The Mayor for 
increased transportation facilities, explained 
yesterday to the Rapid Transit Commissioners— 
E. Ellery Anderson, H. K. Thurber, and Walter 
Stanton—the proposed West and South street 
annexes to the elevated railway system. He 
said he understood that one of the necessary 


conditions for the granting of charters for the 
new roads would be an interchange of traffic 
between the new routes and the old and one 
rate of fare—5 cents—for a through ride. He 
held that the prohibition against erossing at 
gerade did not apply to junctions, where one road 
would be merged into another. At Greenwich 
and Christopher streets, where the West-street 
annex was to connect with the Sixth-avenue 
line, provision would be made for @ crossing 
above the old line. The interlocking switch 
system, by which a switch could not be opened 
without setting the danger signal, would reduce 
the danger at these connections to a minimum. 

The Commissioners thought that the ferry 
annexes would be beneficial, but on the subject 
of other routes than these desired more light. 
Mr. Davies, speaking of the damage that would 
be sustained by property owners, stated that if 
the ferries were to be accommodated there 
could be no other routes than through West and 
South streets. The Commissioners agreed, and 
also thought that the damages would be heavier 
if the roads went through Front and Washing- 
ton streets. Their principal anxiety was to re- 
lieve the Third and Sixth avenue lines during 
the hours of heaviest travel, but they feared the 
proposed annexes would not do this as effect- 
Ively as was desired. Mr. Davies explained that 
the annexes, by affording facilities for side 
tracking, coaling, watering, and m@king up 
trains, would enable trains to be run on shorter 
headway. The Commissioners invited Vice- 
President Gallaway, of the Manhattan Company, 
to come before them next haga and advise as 
to the best means of relieving the main roads. 
To-morrow Charies P. Shaw will explain the 
proposed cable routes. Lawson N. Fuller prem- 
ised to make some suggestions next week which 
would assist the Commissioners greatly.

She was built at Boston 
in 1859, and served in many engagements during the 
last war, and it was on board of this ship, lashed in 
the mizzen rigging, that Farragut passed the forts 
below New-Orleans. Two other wooden vessels— 
relics of the war—have just passed surveys. The 
Ossipee is now being repaired at Norfolk, and the 
Kearsarge is lying at Portsmouth, N. H., awaiting 
the decision of the Secretary as to whether she shall 
be repaired,

Itis the 
one our readers have been led to expect for 
the past year in which that gentleman has 
been performing the duties of the office he 
now assumes. It is a thoroughly good ap- 
pointment. Much that was best in the ad- 
ministration of the Treasury under Mr. 
MANNING was the work of Mr. Farr- 
CHILD, and the qualities he has already 
shown himself to possess will find more 
complete scope in his new position. 
He is a believer in the two ideas of the 
Administration, viz., that public busi- 
ness should be managed on business princi- 
ples, and that public office is a public trust, 
and with these convictions he has a rare 
combination of judicial impartiality and 
acumen and executive capacity. Mr. May- 
NARD’s transfer from the Controller’s office 
to that of Assistant Secretary is a promo- 
tion in rank at smaller pay, achange that 
ought not to be necessary. 


The promoters of the cable railroad mo- 
nopoly for this city are using their familiar 
tactics to get through the Legislature bills 
which would give new life and increased 
advantages to their scheme. They have 
an active and opulent lobby at work, 
and the zeal which such members of the 
Assembly as BAKER, CONOVER, and MULRY 
exhibited yesterday is not to be explained 
by their faith in the benefit which this 
city would derive from being gridironed 
with cable roads. Statements that the 
people of this city favor this gridiron 
scheme could not come from any one who 
had not strong inducements of some kind 
for distorting the truth. The people of the 
Thirteenth District of this city had a notion 
when they defeated Mr. Grsss by electing 
Mr. Muury that they were getting a man 
who would not bea mere tool of jobbers, 
but his subserviency to the cable gang has 
been the only conspicuous thing in his rec- 
ord thus far. 
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A part of the important work which has 
been quietly going on under the direction 
of the Railroad Commissioners of this State 
is the preparation of a full and elaborate re- 
port on all the railroad bridges in the State, 
which is soon to be completed. It includes 
all the details of construction, of the strain 
to which they are subjected, and other 
information which indicates whether the 
bridges are adequate for the service re- 
quired of them. While the material of this 
valuable report has been in process of col- 
lection, the inspection of bridges that has 
been carried on has resulted in many im- 
provements. There are about 3,500 rail- 
road bridges in this State, and many of 
them are subject to a strain not contem- 
plated when they were built, but the in- 
formation which the commission has col- 
lected will enable it to keep a close watch 
upon these structures and to have them 
strengthened and renewed from time to 
time as the increased demand upon them 
may require. 


The Bacon investigating committee, hav- 
jing bad its time extended to May 1, will re- 
new its sessions to-day, when the subject of 
the immunity of gamblers from legal pur- 
suit in Kings County will be taken up. 
‘There isa good deal of hard work before 
the committee, and if it be done with the 
same thoroughness and impartiality that 
the committee has far shown the 
result will be an incaleulable advan- 
tage to the city of Brooklyn. Among the 
subjects that will receive attention will be 
the management of the county farm, which 
tie notorious Join iv. 
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the electric light companies, and the Alder- 
manic “combine.” It is possible that when 
the lights are turned on the last-named 
matter we may learn some of the reasons 
why there has been no decent elevated rail- 
way in Brooklyn since the first one was put 
in operation.

The first month of the enforced idleness of 
the convicts in Sing Sing has just passed, 
and it shows an excess of expenditures over 
earnings amounting to $7,797 33, which, 
of course, will have to be met by a draft on 
the State Treasury, for the State must pay 
the bills for maintaining her convicts, 
whether they work or not. During the 
month of February theso same prisoners 
earned $14,735 83, and it cost $12,734 57 
to support them, leaving a clear profit to be 
covered into the Treasury of $2,001 26. 
The contrast between these figures is a 
striking comment on the legislation which 
has resulted from a servile obedience to the 
demands of the labor agitators. A few 
more months showing such deficiencies in 
the prison accounts ought to arouse tax- 
payers to the necessity of sending men to 
Albany who will meet the prison labor prob- 
lem in an intelligent and courageous man- 
ner and solve it to the best interests of the 
State and of the prisoners. 


Panama Canal shareholders and bond- 
holders will not get much comfort out of 
the report read in London Wednesday night 
by Civil Engineer Boyp before the En- 
gineers’ Society. Mr. Boyp has just re- 
turned from the isthmus, where he made a 
thorough investigation. It is admitted in 
Panama, he says, that the company will re- 
quire at least $440,000,000 in addition to 
the money already spent. As he declares 
that the work cannot be completed in less 
than twelve years, and as the annual 
interest and administration charges are 
eyen now $16,000,000, this addition would 
raise the cost of the canal to something like 
$820,000,000, while the company’s obliga- 
tions would amount to more than $1,200,- 
000,000, for the last loan caused a debt 
of $90,000,000 and yielded only $40,000,- 
000 in cash. The entire cost of the Suez 
Canal was less than $100,000,000. M. de 
Lesseps has explained that the canal at 
Panama will do three times as much busi- 
ness as the canal at Suez hasdone. It will 
soon be necessary for him to revise this esti- 
mate. He must have intended to say “eight 
times as much business,” for nothing less 
will suffice. 


“Hitherto the world has been governed 
by dynasties,” says Cardinal MANNING in 
his letter on Cardinal GrBBons’s “‘ report” 
upon the Knights of Labor; ‘‘ henceforth 
the Holy See will have to deal with the peo- 
ple, and it has Bishops in close daily and 
personal contact with the people.” So the 
temporal power of the Papacy is to be re- 
established, is it, in a new form? And 
the Pope will say, “Icare not who sits on 
the thrones, or in the White House, so Jong 
as my episcopal agents have their fingers 
“on the pulse of the people.’” Indeed, Car- 
dinal MANNING already declares that “‘ the 
episcopate of the whole world is the most 
powerful and direct instrument in the hands 
of the Holy See for gathering correct local 
knowledge and enforcing its decisions.” We 
cannot deny that this new Papal policy has 
the quality of astuteness. But we earnestly 
advise the church to select more discreet 
local reporters than Cardinal GIBBONS, or at 
least to take vigorous measures to keep their 
reports from the publiceyes. Fallacies, mis- 
statements, and ignorant assumptions which 
may do very well as a basis of Papal action 
cannot be published in the newspapers 
without causing a scandal. 


THE GOVERNOR AND HIGH [l- 
CENSE. 

The High License bill was passed by the 
Senate yesterday and is now in the hands 
of the Governor. Every Democrat and two 
Republicans—CoGGESHALL of Oneida Conn- 
ty and WorTH of Brooklyn—voted against 
it. So far as this makes it a party measure 
it is the fault and the mistake of the Demo- 
crats in the Legislature. The bill certainly 
was not presented in the interest of party, 
and did not represent any party principle 
or policy. It emanated from a prominent 
temperance organization, had the approval 
and support of the best citizens of both 
parties, and was intended to curtail the 
enormous growth of the liquor traffic in this 
city and Brooklyn, and to mitigate the evils 
which are caused by the vast saben of 
saloons now existing. Its purposes were 
not political or partisan, and its support 
outside of the Legislature has not been de- 
termined by party lines. «But the measure 
has been opposed by the liquor dealers and 
saloon keepers of the State. That fact, and 
that alone, hasinduced the Democrats of the 
Legislature, with one honorable exception, 
to array themselves solidly against it. This 
is not because the liquor interest was at all 
likely to injure the Democratic Party if the 
bill was passed, for it is well known that 
that party is much less hostile to the liquor 
interest than the Republican Party, but be- 
cause the saloons have acquired so much 
power in practical politics that individual 
members of the Legislature are afraid of 
them. They fear that liquor dealers will 
be able to defeat them in their districts, and 
are ready to sacrifice the wider interests of 
party to save themselves. Such Republicans 
as Senator WORTH and Assemblymen SMITH 
and REITZ were actuated by the same per- 
sonal dread of the liquor power in their dis- 
tricts. 

The Governor ought to be beyond the 
reach of the same narrow motives. Heis 
not dependent upon the constituency of a 
district whose organized action the liquor 
dealers might be able to control, but upon 
the general sentiment of the people of the 
State. His fortunes in politics and public 
life must be determined by wider considera- 
tions than are involved in this bill, and 
what affects his party in the State will 
affect him. The liquor interest might be 
able to defeat a candidate for the Legisla- 
ture whose former action had been against 
it, but surely it isnet going to control the 
Democratic Party of the State. It is not 
going to choose a majority of the delegates

Hit 
isaman of genuine sagacity and courage 
he will sign this bill, knowing that if he 
has real strength with his party the liquor 
dealers cannot prevent it from supporting 
him, and that the party itself would be 
stronger for his action. If he vetoes the 
bill it can only be because he is either 
afraid of the liquor power or is, from sym- 
pathy, onits side in this particular contro- 
versy. How would such an admission affect 
him and his party? It would identify them 
both with the liquor interest and alienate 
from them both thousands of citizens who 
regard a more effective regulation of the 
liquor traffic as of more immediate impor- 
tance than any party question in State poli- 
tics. 
We have not the least doubt that for 
Gov. Hitt to veto this bill would be a 
sericus injury to his party in the State, and 
what is calculated to injure the Democratic 
Party in this State is calculated to ruin him 
politically. He can better afford to offend 
the liquor interest in vindicating his party 
from the charge of being under its control 
than he can afford to accept that charge as 
well founded. No subterfuge or pretext will 
serve him, for the opposition to the bill is 
the liquor opposition, and it is nothing else, 
and the veto would be in the liquor interest 
and would complete the short-sighted ac- 
tion by which the Democracy of New-York 
would become identified with that interest. 
It will be useless to talk about special legisla- 
tion and local self-government in connection 
with this question. This is one of the matters 
in which no community is expected to legis- 
late for itself, and it is in no sense a ques- 
tion of municipal administration. On the 
other hand, there are strong reasons for 
varying the provisions of an excise law to 
meet the different conditions which prevail 
in large cities and in less populous com- 
munities. If itis admitted that high license 
would be a good thing for the whole State, it 
certainly cannot be denied that its benefits 
would be greatest in the large cities and are 
most seriously needed there. That the bill 
was not made general in its provisions, for 
fear the opposition would thereby be 
strengthened, affords no reason for opposing 
its application to a limited extent at the 
start. All the arguments used in the Legis- 
lature by the opponents of the bill, which 
the Governor may also be tempted to use, 
are sheer pretexts. The question is simply 
between the liquor interest and those who 
seek to circumscribe its power, and the Gov- 
ernor must cast his lot with one or the 
other. 
A TOWN BOSS. 


We have in this city many lingering 
proofs of the utter inadequacy of the old 
system of town government as applied to 
large cities, and we are gradually changing 
this system to one of concentrated power 
and responsibility. The old method was 
based on the theory that the voters in any 
given community would look after their 
own public affairs and the agents chosen by 
them to manage them; that with the chance 
to review. the conduct of these agents at 
short intervals and to change them if they 
wished to do so the voters had all the con- 
trol needed and would use it. As towns 
grew into cities it was found that each citi- 
zen’s share in the common concern was so 
small compared with his private interests 
that he would not neglect the latter to at- 
tend to the former, and, on the other hand, 
that the public business tended to fall into 
the hands of those who made a living, hon- 
estly or otherwise, from it, and could afford 
to give all their time and energy to keeping 
itin their hands. The result we all know. 

But we have recently had disclosed quite 
another kind of miscarriage in town gov- 
ernment, where all the familiar evils of ex-~- 
travagance, venality, and perversion of the 
law havesprung up ina little town with only 
a thousand voters, most of them farmers. 
This is the town of Gravesend, on the south- 
ern border of Kings County, and including 
Coney Island. As our readers are aware, this 
little community has given rise to a gen- 
uine “ boss” with all the characteristics of 
the species as seen in the largest cities. Mr. 
JoHN Y. McKanr finds it easier, under the 
given conditions, to hold the offices of power 
and pelf himself, instead of, as the boss does 
in bigger places, working through others, 
He is Supervisor of his town, President of 
the Town Board, Chief of Police, Health 
Officer, Town Auditor, and to these adds the 
unofficial but important functions of chief 
contractor for the town, owner of the village 
church, and Superintendent of the Sunday 
school. What gives him his power and has 
enabled him so far to retain it is the fact 
thet the town is very rich, has a large float- 
ing Summer population and hundreds of 
thousands of visitors, and a very small 
voting list. The vigilance and activity 
that would naturally be inferred for the 
little body of voters are overcome by the 
influence of the patronage and money which 

McKANE is able to dispense. 

The interesting point in his case is the 
striking parallelism between his course and 
that of any other unrestrained possessor of 
important political trusts. His only quali- 
ties for his peculiar position is a combina- 
tion of energy, shrewdness, and unscrupu- 
lousness. Conscience he appears to have 
none. Not only has he failed to develop 
the remarkable resources of his town for its 
dignity and permanent prosperity, but he 
has involveditin the lowest forms of dis- 
credit, and has substantially destroyed for 
the time being its chances for steady 
growth. What might have been made a 
pleasure resort of lasting and increasing 
attraction—Coney Island and its beach— 
has been largely turned into a nest of dives, 
disreputable houses, gambling hells, and 
cheap and nasty shows. Security of person 
and property has been seriously impaired, 
order and decency have been violated with 
impunity, and respectable people have been 
steadily repelled. In addition to this mis- 
chievous policy McKansr has encouraged 
the establishment and maintenance of a low 
race course on the mainland, where gam- 
bling of the worst sort has been carried on 
with so little opposition or restraint on his

A FAMOUS VICTORY, 


The strike of the men employed upon the 
Equitable Building is the latest application 
of the great saying that an injury to one 
isthe concern of all. Happily there was 
nothing at all tragical about it, and itis 
seldom that the Knights of Labor treat the 
community to pure comedy. If they do not 
break the heads of those who would sup- 
plant them by working for lower wages 
they at least inflict real suffering upon 
their own wives and children, and upon 
themselves. But in this case there 
was no suffering. Five hundred men 
or more, carpenters, plumbers, paint- 
ers, and what not, picked a quarrel with 
their bread and butter in the most ener- 
getic and determined manner, but they did 
not succeed in seriously injuring them- 
selves. They lost only half a day’s pay 
each, except one, who was fined $10 yester- 
day for refusing to ‘‘move on” when told to 
do so by a policeman. They struck on 
Wednesday afternoon, and they were all 
back at work at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, having in the meantime made a suc- 
cessful stand against tyranny. ; 

This particular stand against the op- 
pression of what Cardinal GiBBoNs calls 
“hard and obstinate monopoly ” was di- 
rected at eight laborers who presumed to 
handle electric cables without joining the 
association devoted to the practice of that 
craft and mystery. These men were not 
employed by the contractor who employed 
the mechanics. He promptly got rid of his 
non-unionist wiremen under the threat 
of a strike. The eight were encour- 
aged in their insufferable presumption 
by an electric light company which em- 
ployed them under the frivolous pretense 
that they dil their work and earned their 
money. They were required to join the 
wiremen’s union, and made answer that 
they would do so if it were shown to them 
that they would get anything byit. The 
walking delegate thereupon showed them 
what they would lose by not doing it, for 
he lifted his finger or sounded the mystic 
whistle, and all the workmen marched out, 
resolved never to return until these eight 
recusants were discharged, and discharged 
they accordingly were. 

It appears that the essential feature of 
joining the Wiremen’s Union is the pay- 
ment of $5 as an initiation fee. The other 
details of initiation the walking delegate 
was content to waive, but the initiation 
fees form a fund from which walking dele- 
gates are supported and theinstinct of self- 
preservation prevented the walking dele- 
gate from waiving these. Let us see. Eight 
initiation fees at $5 are $40, which 
the walking delegate did not get 
after ail, although his sense of justice 
is somewhat soothed by the fact that 
the wicked wiremen who refused to pay it 
are discharged. On the other hand, it is 
fair to compute the average daily wages of 
the men who struck, who were for the most 
part skilled mechanics, at $3, and they have 
lost half a day’s wages. Five hundred 
times $1 50 ars $750, which it has 
cost the strikers to fail in attempt- 
ing to collect $40 for the walking 
delegate. A contribution of 10 cents 
all round would have made the walking 
delegate $10 better off than if he had col- 
lected the $40, which he did not, and the 
workmen would have been, on an average, 
$1 40 better off. Yet this was a remarkably 
successful strike, and a singularly cheap, 
easy, and complete victory for the unions. 
Their only answer to the figures must be 
that they are contending for a ‘“‘ principle,” 
and that an injury to one is the concern of 
all. 


THE AMERICA’S CUP. 

The announcement of the dimensions of 
the Scotch cutter Thistle, now in process of 
construction to compete for the America’s 
Cup, has given rise to considerable discus- 
sion among yachtsmen on this side of the 
water. Indeed, in some quarters the figures 
have created what is known in the untram- 
meled West as a stampede. Some timid 
yachtsmen see visions of grand banquets 
among the members of the Clyde Yachting 
Association, with the America’s Cup in use 
as a punch bowl. 

These gentlemen unquestionably have 
good grounds for their fears. A cutter 90 
feet on the water line, 20 feet in beam, and 
14 feetin depth is in common parlance an 
ugly customer. If her lines prove to be 
what may be expected from a man like 
Watson she will bea very dangerous an- 
tagonist, and there is some reason to appre- 
hend that the America’s Cup may go back 
to the land whence the famous old schooner 
brought it thirty-five years ago. 

The Mayflower is going abroad to get that 
other cup with which the America’s trophy 
is so frequently confounded. The Puritan 
is, therefore, left to defend the latter, unless 
Mr. CANFIELD’s powerful sloop Priscilla with 
her proposed improvements should prove 
speedier than the Boston sloop. This, it 
must be admitted, is hardly probable. The

But the second term’s bondsmen are held 
for $30,005, which they will pay. ‘The 
balance, not quite $100,000,” says the Lit- 
tle Rock Gazetie, ‘‘stands charged against 
ex-Treasurer CHURCHILL as the legal ascer- 
tainment of the debt he owes the State.”

BOSTON SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA. 

The third and last concert of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra took place last evening at 
Steinway Hall. So great has been the interest 
excited by the advent in New-York of this ad- 
mirable body of musicians that the large 
auditorium was filled with an audience that 
bestowed enthusiastic approval upon the entire 
entertainment. Now that the Boston band has 
departed for the present waning season a final 
glance at some of its excellences and defects 
may not be amiss. The violins, violas, and ’celli 
are not equaled by those of any other organiza- 
tion in this country. Mr. William Gericke, 


the conductor of the orchestra, has succeeded in 
bringing together an assembly of string players 
among whom there are several virtuosi whose 
abilities are beyond question and whose reputa- 
tions are established. It is only necessary to 
mention Kneisel, Adamowski, and Giese, for in- 
stance, to speak of men wh» are well known to 
music lovers. The. double basses are good, but 
their power is not as great as that of the rest of 
the strings, and hence they do not supply quite 
80 massive an understructure of tone as would 
produce absolute perfection of balance. The 
woodis unquestionably below the standard of 
the band as a whole. The acid tone of the 
oboes is too sour, and the clarionets lack 
mellowness, while the bassoons are uncer- 
tain and unnecessarily dry. The brass is 
@ good, average working body, with an excep- 
tionally good first horn, whose tone and phrasing 
are extremely commendable. Yet in spite of 
these intrinsic faults, the band sustains the 
estimate placed upon itin these columns after 
its first appearance here, for in masculinity, 
power, precision, variety, and delicacy of enun- 
ciation, nice and proper gradation of dynamic 
effects, the Boston Symphony Orchestra must be 
accorded by all fair-minded persons a place 
above our local organizations. This is said in no 
deprecatory spirit, for the best bands in this city 
labor under certain disadvantages, not discon- 
nected with the misfortune of having too 
many irons in the fire, with which 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra is not obliged 
to contend. The excellence of the band under 
notice in the particulars mentioned is, of course, 
due to the scholarly attainments, skill, and firm- 
ness of Mr. Gericke, who has no superior in this 
country as a conductor of orchestral music. 
That he has visited New-York with his band is a 
matter for sincere congratulation, and all music 
lovers will join in the hope that he will come 
again next season. The programme of last even- 
ing’s concert was one of solid merit. It con- 
sisted of Goldmark’s fine “ Sakuntala” overture, 
Henselt’s brilliant and formidable F minor piano 
concerto, and Schubert's ever welcome symphony 


he surmounted the difficulties of the concerto 
with admirable address, giving a performance 
at times harsh in tone color and unpoetic in 
feeling, but for the most part brilliant and 
forcible. He araused the enthusiasm of the au- 
dience, but wisely declined to respond to a some- 
what unfecling demand for an encore. The or- 
chestra’s work was quite up to its best standard, 
virile, rich in color, varied and romantic in feel- 
ing, vivid, and inspiring in its precision and 
unanimity of sentiment. Mr. Gericke’s reading 
of the symphony was masterly, and the whole 
concert left a most invigorating impression. 


POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The series of Thomas Popular Concerts 
entered upon at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last Fall was brought to a close with yester- 
day afternoon’s performance. The programme 
arranged for the occasion was an attractive 
one; it was interpreted with sympathy and 
technical precision, and its rehearsal was en- 
joyed by a very numerous audience. Among 
the composers represented upon the honusebdill 
Beethoven was missed, but the ancient worthies 
were typified by Bach, and the unusually large 
delegation of modern writers included Wagner, 
Liszt, Goldmark, Saint-Saéns, and Dvorak.

OARTER HARRISON MAKES AN 
EXTRAORDINARY SPEECH. 
WE OFFERS TO LEAD THE DEMOCRATS 
IF THE REPUBLICANS WILL ALSO 

NOMINATE HIM. 

CricaGo, March 31.—The indications are 
that next Tuesday Chicago will present 
the remarkable spectacle of a city which 
for eight years has been governed by 
the Democrats in the throes of a 
municipal election with no general Democratic 
ticket in the field. These 10 days the Democrats 
have been searching high and low for 
a ¢andidato for Mayor. Public indigna- 
tion drove Carter Harrison from the head of 
the ticket, where a convention of his heelers 
placed him, and he resigned. Then the 
convention dclegated the selection of 
@ ticket to a Committees of Fifty. This 
committee apparently tried to find a 
candidate, but could not. It appointed a 
sub-committee of five to continue the work, 
and this committee made its report to the 
Committee of Fifty i a meeting | of 
the latter this afternoon. The report 
was that it could find no candidate and had noth- 
ing to suggest. At this dramatic point 
Harrison entered the room and Chairman 
Moses J. Wentworth recognized the ap- 
pearance as his cue for the part he 
had undertaken to play in the Democratic 
farce. Rising to his feet he spoke in glowing 
terms of Harrison as the “ distinguished 


and trusted leader of the Democratic 
Party,” and said it was the wnanimous 
desire of the committee to place him at the head 
of the ticket, if he would only accept. He then 
said: “I ask this committee of citizens to 
unanimously nomimate Carter H. Harrison for 
Mayor.” The request was instantly complied 
with, and the Mayor was called upon. 

Then the great comedian, Harrison, made a 
speech, the like of which was never before heard 
in a political cathering in this city. “‘ [came here,” 
he sald, “with no such expectation as taking 
the nomination. I did not dream of such a 
thing. because I stated to the commit- 
tee as my ultimatum a condition they 
could not bring about. Gentlemen, you 
all know the circumstances in which [I 
have been placed. You all know that for eight 
years I have governed Chicago in the interests of 
the city, and during that time I have straggled 
manfully to do my duty. For six years 
the city of Chicago has been a byword in the 
country and a stench in the nostrils of men 
because the press has represented the oity 
as a ceaspool of vice and the streets as 
resorts for garroters and highwaymen. Yet 
during these years the persons who wrote these 
things have walked the streets in safety, 
and they knew they ran no risk in s0 
doing, Gentlemen, I need rest, and in the last 
three or four days I have grown younger be- 
cause T saw rest before me anda freedom from 
care.” 

After a tirade against the newspapers the 
Mayor alluded to the strenuous efforts being 
roade by citizens, irrespective of party, to keep 
the vote for Nelson,the Socialist Labor candidate, 
— assuming dangerous proportiong Harrison 

d: 


“Tf they want to keep the Socialists ont let 
them withdraw Roche, the Republican candi- 
date, put me on the ticket, and I will 
beat Nelson by 30,000 votes. Who brought 
this condition upon us? And why is 
it that your nominees of the other day have 
been driven from the ticket? It is because of 
the hatred entertained for me, and because I was 
charged with treachery—a charge I could not 
rest under—that we have the existing conditions, 
You are afraid of Mr. Nelson and say the city 
will be disgraced, property endangered, and 
values destroyed if he is elected. I tell you the 
worst result of his election will be that 
the Legislature inside of 10 days will pass a bill 
taking the control of the Police and Fire De- 

artments out of his hands. In other words, 

hicago will be ruled in Springfield by a Re- 
publican Governor instead of its chosen Mayor. 

“Gentlemen, if Mr. Nelson is elected Mayor, 
let them that brought it on bear the brunt. Itis 
not the short hairs who are responsibie, but the 
silk stockings and the papers who brought it 
on. Chicago can’t be injured by Nelson or any- 
body else certainly not hurt by an efferves- 
cent party. Let them withdraw Roche 
if they’te afraid. I'll head the ticket 
not as a Republican, but as a 
Democrat and T’ll be the Moses to lead them out 
of the dilemma. Mr. Roche is the creature of 
the worst element in the Republican machine, 
and there is this about the situation.

JOHN GODFREY SAXE. 

John G. Saxe, the poet, died at the resi- 
dence of his son in Albany last evening. For 
years he had lived as a recluse, a victim of mel- 
ancholia. About 15 years ago be went to Brook- 
lyn to live. One of his first acts then was to 
purchase a lot in Greenwood for family burial. 
His lifo was at that time all sunshine. 
But the shadows fast settled over his happy 
home. Within a few years he buried his wife, 
three daughters, and a son, and broken-hearted 


and alone he returned to Albany, where he has 
since lived with his only surviving son. For 
years he had seen no visitors. He rarely left his 
roow, but passed his time in solitude, apart even 
from his own family, attended by a faithful 
servant, and enjoying all the comforts that an 
aftectionate and indulgent son could give. 

John G. Saxe was a Vermonter, having been 
born June 2, 1816, at Highgate, Franklin Coun- 
ty, Vt., where his father was a iniller, merchant, 
and farmer, with an inherited right to the 
first-named occupation, his father having 
built Vermont's first grist mill on the 
site of “Saxe’s Mills,” by which narnge the 
establishment of tbe poet’s father was 
known. The poet’s early life was uneventful. 
He learned the rudiments at local dis- 
trict schools, improved upon this foundation at a 
grammar school at St. Albuns, and, after a year 
at the Wesleyan University, at Middletown, 
Conn., finished his education at Middlebury Col- 
lege, in his native State, taking his A. B. degreo 
in 1839 and that of A. M. four years later. 
Twenty-seven years later the college conferred 
upon its then famous Alumnus the honorary de- 
gree of LL. D. 

No promise was given during his school or 
college lite of his literary powers. He had a 
poetic aversion for mathematics and a strong 
liking for the Greek and Latin poets. but, while 
known as a manly, genial fellow, with an over- 
tiowing fund of wit and humor, no one dreamed 
that there was danger of spoiling a poet 
when he settled down first to the study 
and: later to the practice’ of law. It 
was while engaged in his profession in 
Franklin County, some years after his marriage, 
which occurred in 1841, that he found time to 
give heed to the muse’s promptings and the re- 
sults—some brilliant verses published in the 
Knickerbocker Magazine—proved a delightful 
surprise to his friends. In 1850 he entered the 
profession of journalism, taking charge of the 
Baeinaten (Vt.) Sentinel, andin a sphere more 
congenial to a man of his literary 
his powers as a writer were rapidly de- 
veloped. He had already published a small 
volume of poems, and in 1859 appeared ** The 
Money King, and Other Poems,” followed in 1865 
by ‘* Clever Stories of Many Nations Kendered in 
Rhyme,” and by “The Masquerade and Other 
Poems,” in 1866. His different poems were col- 
lected and published later, the ‘ Farringford 
Edition” appearing in 1869, and the “ Highgate 
Edition,” which included his later poems, in 
1870. This was a complete collection of his 
poems, and the 50U-page volume was 
the thirty-fourth edition of -his poems, which 
had then been a _ source of pleasure to 
American and foreign readers for 21 years. 

Mr. Saxe’s transatlantic popularity is attested 
by the success of a volume of his poems which 
was published by a London house in 1866, and 
drew from the Atheneum, an English authority 
which has always been very slow to recognize 
American literary merit, the following hand- 
some acknowledgment: ‘Mr, Saxe, as a writer 
of sparkling vers de société, has for many years 
enjoyed a wide popularity in the United States, 
and ought to meet with a similar acceptance in 
England.” 

To his fello¥ countrymen Mr. Saxe’s verses, 
abounding im sparkling wit, sharp yet never 
cruel sarcasm, lizht fancies and shrewd con- 
ceits, often marked by tender pathos, and al- 
ways framedin melodious measures displaying 
ever an abundant richness of rhyme, were al- 
ways welcome, and his critics knew they had 
but to record the public opinion when they 
passed upon his successive productions. 
Among the reviews of his poems none, 
perhaps, more truly reflects the Amer- 
ican estimate of their charm and value 
than that which Horace Greeley wrote: 
“Tf notthe most profound he is certainly the 
most popular of our native bards. Mr. Saxe's 
sarcasm is usually keen and polished, but never 
malignant. He exhibits no passion for censure, 
no Byronic cynicism shows him to be ill at ease 
with the world; he seems like a prosperous gen- 
tleman of cheerful yesterdays and contident 
to-morrows.” ‘There is a pathetic interest in the 
closing words of the old sage’s criticism when 
viewed in connection with the poet's later life, in 
which only the yesterdays were blest with cheer 
and the morrows came ladenfwith sickness and 
sorrow. 

Mr. Saxe was aman of noble form and of 
strong, high-strung temperament. His capacity 
for work was enormous. Heentered politics as 
a Democrat and served as States Attorney dur- 
inga term. He gave his days to the practice of 
of the law and his spare time to his poetry. As 
a delightful after dinner speaker he was fre- 
quently in demand. He proposed to confine 
himself exclusively to literature and abandoned 
law and journalism in 1860, but the lecture field 
claimed him and he visited all parts of the coun- 
try under the management of a ‘“‘Jyceum.” He 
settled in Albany with his wife and five children, 
and a friend who saw him there 12 years ago 
wrote glowingly of his grand physical ad- 
vantages, describing him as “a_ splendid 
and conspicuous specimen of virile manhood, 
standing 6 feet 2 inches in height, proudly erect 
and muscular, with a large, round, and finely 
poised head, set upon broad and stalwart 
shoulders.” But sickness came, and misfortune— 
not of a financial nature, for his literary earn- 
ings had placed him in comparative affluence— 
his children died and left him alone and miser- 
able. He shrank from the world, and. in his 
retirement, became so forgotten to the new gen- 
eration that to many of them the news of his 
death will bring no such regret as willcome to 
those who remember him in the ecarlier days of 
his literary and social pre-eminence,

The Rey. Dr. George W. Dean, a well known 
lecturer and Rector of the Protestant Episcopal 


Church, died Tuesday and willbe buried at Ballston 
Spa to-day, after a short service at All Saints’ 
Cathedral, Albany, of which he was Chancellor. Dr. 
Dean was born in Stamford, Delaware County, in 
1828. He was graduated from Columbia College in 
1856, and three years afterward from the General 
Theological Seminary, of this city. For ayear and 
a half he was at St. Stephen’s College, in Anandale, 
then became Rector of Christ Church, Ballston Spa, 
and in 1864 accepted a Professorship of Greek in 
the Episcopalian Coilege at Racine, Wis., where 
he remained for eight years After preaching 
in Wisconsin and Illinois for a short time be took 
charge of the Episcopal church at Schuylerville, 
N.Y., remaining there till 1880. After a year as 
Professor of Latin at Union College he went to 
Albany, where he became an instructor and lecturer 
in St. Agnes School and Chaucellor of All Saints’ 
Cathedral. Dr. Dean was Chaplain of the State 
Senate for a term commencing in 1882. He received 
the degree 8S. T. LD. from Racine College. He wrote 
also many articles on theological subjects. and dur- 
ing the past year has lectured on the evidences of 
revealed religion in the General Theological Sem1- 
nary.

THE SIEWART STATUES. 


BIDDERS GROW SILENT AND 
“GREEK SLAVE” IS NOT SOLD. 

Powers’s ‘‘ Greek Slave” and the other spec- 
imens of sculpture in heroic size will rémain in 
the Stewart mansion to be taken by a buyer of 
that property, unless some one shall meanwhile 
arrange with the Executors to get them. They 
were withdrawn from public sale yesterday be- 
cause no one would give the asking price. 

The room at the American Art Galleries, in 
which the Stewart sale has been going on, would 
have to be stretched to admit more people than 
were there when the statuary was offered. Many 
attended doubtiess because the sale had 


reached its last day and bargains might 
fairly he expected. From the way 
the great majorily, however, settled back 
in their chairs when the auctioneer turned the 
leaf in the catalogue on which the merits of the 
“Greek Slave” and other famous statues were 
set forth, no one would have supposed that their 
immediate interest looked beyond a struggle for 
the prizes amovg the heavy bidders. The fun 
promised on this account was anticipated with 
much zest. Every one looked for big figures. 
Whatever chance there may have been for a 
contest of thousands, it remained not an instant 
after the auctioneer announced that a limit had 
been set on the finest of them. 

‘The Executors have decided,” he explained, 
“not to let certain of these works go unless they 
bring acertain price. In each case that price 
has been set very low. A bidder can buy cheaper 
than ever before, but, great sacrifices having 
already been made, it has been decided to an- 
nounce figures above which bids will be received.” 

Any one could see that these words chilled 
the audience, who let Mr. Kirby offer the fol- 
lowing without a response: ‘* The Fisher Girl,” 
by Barbee, $800; Powers’s “Greek Slave,”’ $5,000; 
“Eve Tempted,” $3,500; “Paradise Lost,” $5,000; 
* Nydia,”’ by J. R. Rogers, $1,000; “ Flora,” 
by GC. B. Ives, $800; “Sappho,” by Richard 
H. Park, $1,500; “Proserpine,” by Marshall 
Wood, $1,200; Joseph Dunham's * Pauland Vir- 
ginia,” $4,000; Tadolini’s ** Fisher Girl,” $1,500; 
“The Bather.” by Tantardini, $1,200; Thomas 
Crawford’s “Flora,”’ $2.500; ‘Zenobia in 
Chains,” by Harriet Hosmer, $5,000, and Craw- 
ford’s ** Demosthenes,” $1,500. 

After an awkward pause young Mr. Hilton 
askea to have Barbee’s “Fisher Girl’ offered 
again, bidding $810, Frank Savin, the broker, 
winked at some of his friends as if to call their 
attention to the fun he was going to have with 
the young man, and raised the bid to $820. The 
two bidders jumped over each other $5 and $10 
at a time until Mr. Hilton, catching the meaning 
of some of the winks and smiles, left Mr. Savin 
the highest bidder at $965. No one asked for 
any more of the reserved statuary. 

This didn’t indicate a scarcity of money in the 
company, however. The lowest cup and saucer 
offered sold at $13 and oue pair of the same text- 
ure—turquois glaze, Louis Philippe, Sévres— 
brought $40. From 10 small specimens of 
Sévres porcelain, in which the above are in- 
cluded, the bids amounted to $343. Most of the 
bronzes went at great bargains, only a few bring- 
ing anything like their value. H. O. Sheldon se- 
cured Carrier’s life-size busts of “ Panl and 
Virginia” for $400; ‘*The Toying Page,” by E. 
Keyser, one of the most artistic in the collection, 
was caught up by adealer for $510, and John 
R. McLean secured for his new house at, Wash- 
Oe a remarkably showy pair of vases for 

The sculpture brought low prices, bidding 
being active only with alow range. Mrs. S. M. 
Aspinwall bought Delyanta’s “ Windy Day,” a 42- 
inch figure whose umbrella has yielded to the 
wind, for $755., Frank Savin bought Albano’s 
“Maternal Affettion” for $850; and Coogan, the 
furniture man, found hiwself, after a few bids, 
the possessor of ‘Son of William Tell after the 
discharge of his father’s arrow,” with a pedestal 
containing panels carved tn relief to represent 
scenes in Tell’s life. Panels and statue weigh a 
tonorso. They cost Mr. Coogan $485. 

In the sale of miscellany that closed ont the 
collection bidding was quick and full of spirit. 
Tables with onyx tops, or carved or inlaid in the 
most artistic fashion tempted bids from $500 to 
$725. Mr. Hilton secured one of them and sev- 
eral other articles. The grand hall clock at the 
Stewart mansion, which has calendar, astronom- 
ical, thermometer, barometer, and other attach- 
ments, with an elaborately carved Sienna mar- 
ble case, and a finely wrought bronze figure hold- 
ing the pendulum, was sold to Daniel W. Powers, 
of Rochester, for $2,550. The articles in the 
miscellaneous list yielded $10,883 50; sculpture. 
$8,859 50, and bronzes, $6.116. Altogether the 
day’s sales amounted to $27,123.

HIS FIRST THEFT WAS A SILVER DOL- 
LAR AND HIS LAST WAS A PACKAGE 
CONTAINING TEN THOUSAND. 

When the Western mail came into the 
Post Officea little after 11 o'clock Tuesday even- 
ing there were, among others, two big pouches 
of registered matter brought into the pouch 
room of the registry division. One was from 
Portland, Oregon, the other from St. Louis. 
When they had been unlocked and the letters 
arranged for distribution, it was found that one 
of the registered packets from the St. Louis lot 
was missing. It was searched for and found in 
the mass of mail from Portland. Then the Port- 
land lot was short one letter. 

Assistant Superintendent Moralious, of the 
registry division, directed that no clerk who had 
been on duty in the peuch room or who had had 


any kind of access to the piles of registered let- 
ters be allowed to leave the building. There were 
2l1men thus detained. There wasa package 
missing and some one of the 21 men had taken 
it. Chief Post Office Inspector Dosser came 
down town early Wednesday morning and began 
looking up the case. By telegraphing to Port- 
land, Oregon, he found that the stolen letter 
was one from the First National Bank of Port- 
land tothe Chemical National Bank of New- 
York, and that it contained $10,000 in currency. 

Twenty-one suspected clerks were locked up 
in the Grand Jury room in the Federal Building 
all day Wednesday, all night Wednesday night, 
and not until yesterday afternoon was the last 
one of them searched and examined. Their 
meals were broughtin to them, and they slept as 
best they could on the tables and chairs. In- 
spector Dosser put Pinkerton's detectivesat work 
in outside places, and he and George F. Bangs, 
of Pinkerton’s office, started in early Wednes- 
day morning to question the “ suspects,” and 
Pej. itup from 10 o’clock that morning until 6 
o’clock last evening, a stretch of 34 hours. One 
by one the clerks were brought from the jury 
room into the Chief Inspector's office and there 
searched and interrogated. Man after man told 
a story and gave answers that were satisfactory, 
and at last there was but one man left to face 
the ordeal. 

Inspector Dosser meant that this particular 
man should be the Jast. His name is W. A. 
Clarke; he lives in Brooklyn at 240 De Kalb- 
avenue with his wite; he had been eight years in 
the New-York Post Office in the registry room at 
$1,200 a year, and he has such a thoroughly 
clerical look that you woula think him one of 
the surely innocent. But Inspector Dosser sus- 
pected him. Five years ago there began aseries 
of unexplained losses from the registered mails. 
Some sixty complaints about rifled envelopes 
accumulated in the inspectors’ department. 
One case was the theft of $10,000 in currency 
from a registry pouch sent from Charleston, 
The others were losses of small sums,in all 
amounting to $5,000. 

Months ago Inspector Dosser looked on this 
clerical faced Mr. Clarke with an eye of suspi- 
cion. Detectives were put on histrack. He 
used to begin his work in the Post Office at 10 
P. M. and leave at 5:15A. M. Tho detectives 
discovered that their suspect generally took 10 
drinks of whisky from the minute he left the 
Post Office until the minute he got home; that 
he drank in the same way at night; that all his 
associates were not of the best; that he used to 
gamble, and that be was heavily m debt. Every- 
where that Mr. Clarke went he was tracked; 
everything that Mr. Clarke did the detectives 
found out. His days were numbered evena 
week ago. 

It was 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon when the 
guileless looking Clarke was brougbtin to go 
through a little talk with Mr. Pinkerton Bangs 
and Chief Inspector Dosser. There was some 
general questioning and then the Inspector was 
called from the room, Out in the corridor was a 
group of men. Saidone of thei: ‘“* We have 
found the package... Then they told Mr. Dosser 
how. acting on his instructions, they had 
searched all through the registry rooms in the 
Post Ottice. While they were poking into 
piles of bags and going through drawers 
and lockers a German porter was doing 
the saine. He wasn’t looking for missing 
money. He was after missing soap. In an un- 
used closet he rummaged on shelves and under 
piles of paper. Down in one corner he saw a 
sees by with stamps on it like aletter. He 

auled it up, and there before his eyes, wide 
open in wonder, was the bulky envelope with 
its $10,000 in bills. He gave it to the searchers 
whom Inspector Dosser had sent down, and they 
hurried to the Inspector upin his fourth floor 
office. He examined it, sent it down stairs, and 
from there the precious bundle was delivered 
with nota dollar gone to Cashier Quinlan, of the 
Chemical Penk. 

Inspector Dosser sauntered into the examina- 
tionroom. Clarke was sleepy, but bland. He 
was indignant that he should be suspected. Yes, 
he had helped, as clerk in charge of the pouch 
room, to arrange the letters for distribution; he 
was there when the package camé in; it had 
passed throngh his hands, but no, no, he had not 
taken it nor hidden it. Then the Inspector 
charged him with having rifled the GO packages 
avout which complaints had been made during 
the five years past. Clarke swore he had 
not taken the missing Charleston letter. The 
Inspector pressed him to confess. ** We have 
evidence against you, more than you can im- 
agine,” hesaid. ‘ Every scrap of your history 
before you came into the Post Office service we 
know. Everything about you since then we 
know,” and then, leaning forward and speaking 
in a quiet, firm voice, he added: ‘‘ And we know 
that you took this package.” Then raising his 
voice the Inspector said: “ More than all, I 
know where that package 1s now, where you hid 
it, andif you want to you can go down stairs 
and return it.” 

The Inspector went out of the room, and the 
accused clerk was left tu think aboutit. Half an 
hour passed. Tben clerical Mr. Clarke said he 
had something to say. Mr. Dosser went back to 
the room. “I took the package,” admitted 
Clarke. ‘TI rifled the other letters that you have 
had complaints about in the last five years, but T 
did not take the Charleaton letter. I was deeply 
in debt some years ago,” he went on, * and one 
day a letter with silver in it was broken and a 
dollar slipped out on my table. T pocketed it, 
and from that time on I opened letters and stole 
their contents. Tuesday night I picked up the 
letter for the Chemical Bank and, on the impulse 
of the moment, secreted it in the closet. To 
cover up the loss I took a letter from the St. 
Louis lot and stuck it among the Portland mail.” 

Clarke’s wife came over from Brooklyn last 
night in answer to a telegram from her husband, 
Ho was kept in custody in the Inspector’s room 
and she hunted for bail. 
Clarke was kept under arrest. His face is pale 
and his manner nervous, but he says that he 
feels better now than he did before he confessed, 
for the load is off his mind. He may get one 
year or five for his crime. When Commissioner 
iar gets back to town the examination will 

e held.

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JACOB SHARP TO BE NEXT. 


HE WILL BE PLACED ON TRIAL IN MAY, 
so IT IS SAID. 


Jacob Sharp will be the next one of those 
indicted for complicity in the Broadway steal to 
be brought to trial. This bas been cefinitely de- 
cided upon by District-Attorney Martine, and 
the preparation of the case for presentation 
to a jury is now in active progress, 
Mr. Sharp’s trial was decided upon because the 
District Attorney does not wish to run the risk 
of another disagreement in the Cleary case. So 
he proposes to first try some of the 
alleged tempters in the famous _ case, 
as this will bring ont an_ entirely 
new line of evidence and some the possession 
of which has not yet been hinted at by the peo- 
ple of the District Attorney’s office. This, it is 
now intimated, will be of a very sensational 
character, and after having been made available 


in the trial of the chiefs of the conspiracy can 
then be used against the Aldermen who have 
not yet been tried. 

The date for Mr. Sharp’s trial has not yet been 
fixed, but it will probably be early in May, as 
soon as District Attorney Martine can get a 
Judge hefore whom he can try the case. The en- 
gagements of the available Judges are such that 
a trial cannot be reached during the present 
month. 

If Judge Barrett had been abtie to sit in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer this month Mr. 
Sharp would have had an opportunity of proving 
that he did not attempt to buy 13 Aldermen, and 
before the month of flowers arrived, too. Mr. 
Martine did all he possibly could to secure 
Judge Barrett’s services. By his imperturbable 
coolness and good nature during the trial of 
Cleary, to say nothing of the ability he mani- 
feated, Judge Barrett won golden opinions in the 
District Attorney's oftice,as well as from the 
laymen who attended the trial. But Judge Bar- 
rett could not be induced to sit for criminal 
business in April, and his plea was that his civil 
work was piling up against him and must be at- 
tended to. For the trialof so-called “ boodle” cases 
the District Attorney wants a Judge who has 
had experience in them. By May he will be 
able to obtain the services of Judge Barrett, and 
he thought of this a week ago when he informed 
a TIMES reporter that he had no intention of 
walting until June to make another try at one 
of the “ boodlers.” He had not then determined, 
however, to try Jacob Sharp, although the ad- 
visability of doing so had been discussed by him 
and Mr. Nicoll, The latter will be enabled to 
secure a thorough rest this month. Col. Fellows 
wiil also probably be in good form by moving 
day, and then Mr. Sharp will be compelled to 
come to the scratch without further delay.

WABASH MATTERS. 


JUDGE COOLEY RESIGNS THE RECEIV- 


ERSHIP—TALK OF A COMPROMISE. 

CuHIcAGo, March 31.—Judge Gresham to- 
day received from Judge Cooley his resignation 
as Receiver of the Wabash system, to take effect 
to-morrow. No action was taken toward the 
appointment of a successor, as Judge Gresham 
received a request from Gen. Swayne and others 
not to act at once. 

It issaid that the different factions in the 
Wabash litigation are taking steps towarda 
compromise, the result of which will be to take 
the road out of the hands of a court. The Pur- 
chasing Committee paid $1,000,000 into court

certificates. Wednesday $250,000 more was 
paid, anda bond given for the paymant of an

The Receiver represents that he 
wants 4,000 tous of rails, and thinks that by sell- 
ing the old rails he can replace them with steel 
ones for $80,000.

ALLOWED TO AMEND, 

In the Supreme Court, General Term, yes- 
terday, Gen. Wingate and J. Clinton Gray ap- 
plied on behalf of the Metropolitan Transit Com- 
pany to amend its petition for the appointment 
of Commissioners now pending on appeal, so as 
to disclaim any desire to take any property in 
the streets and to limit it to ascertain the com- 
pensation it was to make to the city on the 
ground that that was its sole object, amd that the 
attempt of its opponents to be made.parties to 
the proceeding was based upon aclaim which 
the company now intended to make. The appli- 
cation was opposed by Elihu, Root, on behalf of 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad; 
Edward 8. Rapallo, on behalf of the Manhattan, 
and Mesars. Auerback and Taft, on behalf of the 
various property owners, who claimed that no 
amendment should be permitted. 


The court took the papers, and later in the 
day handed down a decision, reversing the order 
refusing the application of the appellants to be 
made parties, but remitting the matter to the 
Special Term with leave to the company to 
amend its petition as it has asked for.— Exchange.

THE PLAN FALLS THROUGH 


A FIGHT W11H 1HE, RAILROADS 
AVOIDED AT PRESENT. 
‘THE MERCHANTS’ COMMITTEE MEET 

AND COULD NOT AGREE ON THE 
CLASSIFICATION OF COTTON GOODS. 
Some of the railroad managers are radi- 
ant. <A fight which was threatened against some 
of their arbitrary plans is going to be avoided, 
so they believe. It was announced a little 
while ago that New-York dry goods men were 
moving in concert and with determination to 
secure better and juster treatment. The Mer- 
chants’ Club took the matter in hand. There was 
the promise of a hot contest. The courts were 
to be appealed to. Nothing was to be left un- 
done that might contribute to victory. Mer- 
ehants of Boston and elsewhere in the East 
joined hands with the New-Yorkers. Thousands 
of dollars were subscribed to back up the fight- 
ers. There was no wonder that railroad men 
showedsome anxiety. And there can be no 
wonder neither that these same railway mag- 
nates show radiant countenances when the as- 
surance reaches them thatthe prospect of the 
threatened fight is far diminished. 
The Merchants’ Club handed over to a special 
committee the dutv of agreeing upon some 
specific line of actionor policy for which the 


fight should be made. William L. Strong, of W. 
L. Strong & Co., was the committee’s Chairman, 
and his associates were Alfred Ray, of Lawrence 
& Co.; William F. King, of Calhoun, Robbins & 
€o.: Daniel Robinson, of H. B. Claflin & Co., and 
A.W. Green, of the Columbus (Ohio) firm of 
Green, Joyce & Co. There are no stronger men 
in the dry goods trade than that quintet. Yet 
after several days of earnest discussion they 
accomplished nothing—or rather they made no 
sroerore. They could not agree, and their dif- 
erencs were very pronounced. It was on the 
long disputed question of the classification of 
cotton goods that they found themselves at odds 
and unable to reach even a compromise. 

As an Ohio jobber Mr. Green of course desired 
to see the Western jobbing trade profited even at 
New-York’s expense. Chairman Strong and Mr. 
Ray, as New-York commission merchants, have 
to cater to the patronage of the Western as well 
ks the Eastern jobber, and for this reason were 
apt to maintain independence, or neutrality 
rather, when questions arose that seemed to put 
the West and East into positions of trade antag- 
onism. Mr. King and Mr. Robinson, as New-York 
jobbers, were for New-York first, last, and all 
the time. The point at issue, aside from locality 
interests, was a simple one. All agreed that 
“ original packages”—that is, packages of goods 
AS sent from the manufacturers—should be billed 
and classified by the railroads as third class. 

Then Mr. Green produced his Western idea. 
Original packages, only, he thought, should be 
classified as third class. Mr. Robinson and Mr. 
King putin sharp protests forthwith. ‘Assort- 
ed packages,” too, they insisted, should be simi- 
larly classified, assorted packages being cloth 
goods of various sorts packed together, any one 
of which,in an original package, would come 
under the third class rate. When it is under- 
&tood that the railways for carrving first class 
packages charge 50 per cent. more than forthird 
class it can readily be seen that there was no 
insignificant issue at stake. Original packages 
of goods go, of course, with very rare 
exceptions, to the big jobbers; the ordi- 
hary retailers cannot buy so _ extensive- 
ly; he depends upon _ assorted packages 
prepared to his taste and at his order by the 
jobber. The Eastern commission merchant 
naturally has no large interest in this. It is 
with the jobber that he deals, and with original 
packages merely. The Eastern jobber was the 
one to be sacriticed by the scheme which Western 
enterprise evolved. If the Western jobber can 
get his stock in original packages transperted at 
a rate one-third cheaper to his store in Chicago 
than the Eastern jobber can send assorted 

ackages to the same point, then, of course, the 

festern man hasabig advantage. He simply 
has the Western retail merchant at his mercy. 
The New-York jobber cannot compete, for the 
Western retailer is obliged for economy’s sake to 
buy in Chicago. There is a prohibitory tax on 
everything short of original packages. 

Both Mr. Robinson and Mr. King made this 
plain in the committee’s meétings, but Mr. Green 
&tood by his proposal and the commission men 
hadn’t it in their hearts to vote the Ohio gentle- 
man down. Mr. King, according to a report 





that circulated among leading dry goods men 
Festerday, made a caustic speech finally and 


resigued his place upon the committee in toto, 
declining to have anything further to do with 
the matter under such circumstances. Mr. Rob- 
inson declared similar sentiments and resigned 
too. Neither the one nor the other would 
consent to anything that in any way looked 
to discrimination against New-York. When 
these gentlemen had resigned, and would not be 
induced to come back, the Chairman declared 
the whole matter ended, and it was decided to 
throw the whole thing back where it started and 
tell the Merchants’ Club that it would have to 
try a new committee if it stillhad an ambition 
to do anything. 

Railroad nren yesterday, when they heard of 
this disruption of the committee, averred that 
the danger by a fight of consequence was 
passed. They now expect, they say, to see the 
whole scheme peter out. A meeting of the Mer- 
chants’ Club will be held to-morrow, however, 
and a rather lively time may be expected. The 
New-York dry goods jobbing trade will be there.

PLANNING A LONG ROW. 
Arowing trip to Baltimore in a ten-oared 
barge will be entered upon about July 1 by 12 
members of the Atlantic Boat Club of Hoboken. 
They last year madetrips of the like character 
to Albany and Philadelphia, and found them so 
delightful that they determined upon extending 
the distance this year. Chris Thonis is building 
anew cedar barge for the club, in which the 


trip will be made. It will be 56 feet long, 312 
Teet in extreme breadth, and will be fitted with 
Swivel rowlocks and stationary seats. The dis- 
tance to be rowed is 240 miles and the club ex- 
pects to cover it in five days, 

The course will be through the Arthur Kuil, 
Staten Island Sound, Raritan River to New- 
Brunswick, Delaware and Raritan Canal to 
Bordentown, Delaware River to Philadelphia, 
where the crew will be the guests of the 
Schuylkill Navy for half a day; thence down 
the Delaware to Delaware City, by the Dela- 
ware and Chesapeake Canal to Chesapeake 
City, by the Elk River to Chesapeake Bay, 
across the bay to the Patapsco River, and up 
the Patapsco to Baltimore, landing within a 
fourth of a mile of City Hall. At Baltimore 
the crew will pay their respects to Mayor 
Hodges and return by rail. Messrs. H. C. 
Kudlich, Captain; C. Trautwein, coxswain; G. 
Van Zandt, P. Trautwein, E. Falkland, O. Delle- 
vic, F. Leonard, Theodore Bracksieck, Charles 
Brandt, H. V. Kudlich, J. Walter, and A. Rie- 
menschneider will compose the crew.

“SHAKESPEARE IN SHAKESPEARE.” 
Prof. T. B. Price lectured yesterday after- 

noon on ‘Shakespeare in Shakespeare” at Ham- 
Jton Hall, Columbia College, under the auspices 
of the Shakespeare Society of the college. His 
inain theme was the method to be pursued in 
studying Shakespeare, saying that thereby the 
foundation of the knowledge of the man could 
be laid. 

‘the points on which he laid emphasis were 
that the relation of each character to the entire 
play should be considered; the unity of action, 
character, sentiment, thought, and conception; 
the analysisand grouping of the parts; toread the 
works of the poet in chronological order as far as 
possible; the observance of the increasing great- 
ness of Shakespeare’s genius, which reached its 
height about the time of his death. Prof. Price 
closed the lecture with a comparison on the use 
the post made of his senses with the Grecian and 


Rowan bards, as well as those in our own lit- 
trature.

ment Association held its first meeting under

its charter and effected an organization. Al- 
though seven members constitute a quorum, not 
enough have attended a meeting until yester- 
day to transact business, nor has a quorum of 
the Executive Committee met until last week. 
Yesterday afternoon the association held its an- 
nual meeting. Of the more than titty members of 
the association the following, barely a quorum, 
were in attendance: Sidney Dillon, William R. 
Grace, Adolph Sanger, William Lummis, Cor- 


nelius O’Reilly, Peter A. Cassidy, and Richard 
T. Greener, the Secretary. 

Ex-Mayor Grace was chosen temporary Chair- 
man. Vacancies caused by the death of ex-Pres- 
ident Arthur, the President of the association, 
and by the resignations of Jesse Seligman and 
Cornelius N. Bliss were announced. While on 
the subject of resignations it was remarked that 
other members of the association, who have 
never attended a meeting of the association, 
might as well take the same action. Mr. George 
Cc. Magoun, a banker at 1 Nassau-street, was 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Gen. Arthur; Mr. George N. Williams, a re- 
tired contractor living in Eightieth-street, took 
that of Jesse Seligman, and Mr. Frederick 
Kuehne, of the firm of Knauth, Nachod & 
Kuehne, that of Cornelius N. Bliss. Owing to 
the meagre attendance the election of officers 
was deferred a week, when itis hoped a credit- 
able attendance may be had. 

The Executive Committee reported that for 
the purpose of securing the higber rate of inter- 
est, 3 per cent., they had transferred their de- 

osits from Drexel, Morgan & Co. to the United 

tates Trust Company, and their action was ap- 
proved. Messrs. Dillon, Sanger, and the Secre- 
tary were appointed a committee to prepare and 
report at the next meeting a series of resolu- 
tions upon the death of ex-President Chester A. 
Arthur. A proposal submitted by certain par- 
ties of a scheme whereby the funds of the asso- 
ciation might be angmented, and the proposers 
likewise benefited, met with opposition fro 
some of the members, who do not believe it 
quite the proper thing for the association to em- 
bark in speculative enterprises for the benefit of 
the Monument Fund. It was laid over for action 
at the adjourned meeting. 

Secretary Greener reported having applied to 
Jobn Wanamaker, the Philadelphia merchant, 
who owns it, to have the great painting of 
“ Christ Before Pilate,” by Munkacsy, exhibited 
in New-York during the Summer under the 
auspices of the association for the benefit of the 
fund, but the application failed. Mr. Wana- 
maker had made other disposition of the picture. 

The funds of the association now amount in 
the aggregate to $120,845 15, exclusive of the 
$5,000 voted to the fund by the Western Union 
Telegraph Company about a year ago and not 
yet paid over. The committee do not deem this 
sum large enough to proceed with, and the asse- 
ciation will discuss plans for raising more money 
at next week’s meeting. No formal determina- 
tion of the amount required has yet been made, 
but individual opinions range between $250,000 
and $500,000. There was no discussion of plans 
of the monument at yesterday’s meeting.

DR. H. A. BRANN ADVISES THE FORMA- 
TION OF A QUEER STATE. 

The Rev. Dr. H. A. Brann delivered a 
lecture last evening in the Academic Hall of the 
Coliege of St. Francis Xavier on ‘The Right of a 
Man to Owna Lot.” The speaker showed that 
the views of the gentlemen engaged in preaching 
the new land theories were contrary to the Con- 
stitutions of the State of New-York, the United 
States, and of all civilized countries. The Bible 
in numerous instances recognized the right of 
men, and even women, toownland. St. Thomas 


had acknowledged it, as had all the theologians 
since the foundation of the church. If, as the 
land agitators claimed, all the evils of civiliza- 
tion grew out out of the ownership of land why 
did not the Saviour denounce this source of evil, 
when he denounced the lesser evils of which we 
were now told. 

The argument that clan ownership hed made 
Ireland great in her early days was declared 
false. Clan ownership had ruined treland. If 
the Irishman of to-day who fougnt for the mere 
tenantship of the land with pitchforks and hot 
water were only fighting for the fee simple of 
the land, what a different struggle it would be. 
Dr. Brann thought that the land agitators ought 
to have a chance to try their system. Uncle 
Sam had plenty of spare land in the West and 
South. Why not, in order to get rid of them, 
take up a collection and pay their way to the 
section which should be set apart for them. Let 
them call the new State *“ Georgiana,” and let 
them enjoy the perfectious of their system there,

The funeral of the Rev. Dr. Ray Palmer, 
the writer of many noted hymns, took place yes- 
terday afternoon in the Belleville-avenue Con- 
gregational Church at Newark.

FOR CHILDREN. 
THE TESTATOR PREFERS AMERICA AS 
HIS LEGATEE--OTHER AND LATER 
DISPOSITION OF HIS ESTATE. 


A will, which may or may not be the last 
will and testament of José Sevilla, the eccentric 
Peruvian millionaire, who died in Lima last 
December, was yesterday filed for probate 
in the Surrogate’s Court by Messrs. Coudert 
Brothers. By its terms the testator provides, 
first, for the payment of his just debts, and fora 
monument to his memory not to exceed in cost 
$2,000, and to bear the inscription, ‘*Sacred to 
the memory of José Sevilla.” He then provides 
that half the net income of his farm called 


“Campodon,” in Peru, shall be paid to 
his cousin, Miss Ernestina Barrenchia, for 
life, and if she should marry and have 


adaughter or daughters, then, also, to such 
daughters during their lives. The other half of 
the income is to inure to the benetit of the Benefi- 
cencia of San Pedro de Lioe during the life of 
his cousin Ernestina and during the lives of her 
daughters ifany. When the last of these beneti- 
ciaries shall have died the title to the farm shall 
vest in the Executors, who are directed to sell it 


and apply the proceeds to the maintenance and 
extension of the ‘Sevilla Home for Children.” All 
the residue of his estate of every kind, nature, 
and description is devised and bequeathed to his 
Executors in trust to found, establish, aud main- 
tain ‘* The Sevilla Home for Children.” 

The Executors are instructed to apply to the 
New-York Legislature for a charter organizing 
the trust in accordance with the terms of the be- 
quest. If New-York refuses to grant the char- 
ter then application is directed to be made to 
the neighboring States in succession until one 
is found which will receive the bequest and 
grant the charter; if in the United States, of 
which he was a citizen, no State can be found 
willing to receive the bequest, then application 
is to be made to France, and finally to Switzer- 
land. The Executors are further instructed 
to convert all his estate into money as 
quickly as consistent with the interests of the 
trust and invest the same in United States 
bonds or other equally good securities, and to 
keep no more than $10,000 in cash uninvested 
at any time. When the site for the home shall 
have been obtained the first building thereon 
shall be for females, and none of the buildings 
shall be erected within the limits of any large 
town or city. The buildings shall be of either 
brick or iron, and those designed for females 
shall be established at a distance from those in- 
tended for males. Each building shall.be of suf- 
ticient capacity to hold from 50 to 200 scholars, 
besides teachers and employes. 

The testator requires that the girls, to be ad- 
mitted, shall be not less than 8 years of age and 
shall remain until they are 16. If any fall sick 
they are to be cared for a reasonable time and 
then dismissed. The Principal or manager re- 
ceives authority under the Executors to dismiss 
for cause. The clothing is to be of uniform 
pattern and color. Pupils are not to be com- 
pelled to attend any denominational service, but 
are to receive proper moral instruction at least 
once a week. Instruction during the first half of 
the day is to be givenin reading, writing, gram- 
mar of their native language, and to Peruvians in 
English also; arithmetic, vocal and instrumental 
music, history, and bookkeeping—the rest of the 
day to be devoted to the useful arts. If the work 
of the giris should ever produce a profit, one-half 
of any sums earned shall be invested in the 
name of the scholar and paid to her on arriving 
at 16,if she has properly comported herself. If 
not her share is tobe apportioned among those 
who nave. The other half of their earnitgs will 
goto the fund of the home. The boys are not to 
be paid anything. Boys admitted must not be 
under 10 nor over 12 years of age, and will re- 
main until they are 18. 

Admissions shall be according to the follow- 
ing apportionment: Forty per cent. North Amer- 
ican female children, 40, per cent. Peruvian fe- 
male children, (the preference to be given to 
female Indians,) and 20 per cent. male children 
bornin Peru. Itis the wish of the testator that 
Charles ——, formerly Cousul to Peru, and 
Dr. Fernando Palacios be excluded from 
any connection whatever with the afiairs 
of his estate. If any claims be urged against his 
estate the Executors are to defeud them and if 
persisted in the benefits of his will are to be 
witheld from the Peruvians for 10 years, The 
Executors named are Messrs. Paut Fuller, 
George 8. Coe, Benjamin H. Field, José Maria 
Munos, William H. Macy, Robert J. Hoguet, 
Eugene Kelly, Jr., Frederic R. Coudert, Frederic 
Sturges, and Robert A. Chesebrough. The willis 
dated March 20, 1885. 

This is not the only will Mr. Sevilla had made. 
After going to Peru he executed another dated 
July 3, 1885, by which he limited his charitable 
bequest to $500,000, and still later he trans- 
ferred his entire estate to his relatives by a 
donation inter vivas, retaining only an annuity 
of $6,000, dated Sept. 23,1886. At this latter 
date proceedings were pending in the Peruvian 
courts for the appointment of a conservator of 
his estate and person on account of his mental 
incapacity, and his relatives have not insisted 
upon their rights under the deed of gift. Pend- 
ing the application for a conservator Sevilla 
died. itis said the Peruvian will has been pro- 
bated in Lima, but whether it will be held suffi- 
cient to devise the property of the testatorin 
America—amounting to over $3,000,000—de- 
pends upon the manner of its execution and the 
testamentary capacity of the decedent. 








OPPOSING A BRIDGE, 
COMMERCE SAID TO BE IMPERILED BY 


THE POUGHKEEPSIE SCHEME. 

There was a meeting at the rooms of the 
Board of Trade and Transportation yesterday of 
men who are opposed to the construction of the 
Poughkeepsie bridge. A dozen or more made 
speeches, the burden of which was that the 
bridge must go, or the canals would suffer 
and, consequently, New-York would in time 


become a place of little account. None of 
them advocated the construction of a differ- 
ent sort of bridge from that contemplated by 
the Poughkeepsie Company. The present bridge, 
or its piers, rather, was discussed to the exclu- 
sion of everything else, and everybody was unan- 
imous in the opiuion that two or more piers in 
the middle of the Hudson would not only detract 
from the natural beauty of the noble stream, but 
would make boating extremely expensive and in 
foggy weather unsafe. 

Stillthe impression was given that some of 
those who attended the meeting had no objec- 
tion to see a suspension bridge span the Hudson 
at Poughkeepsie, and members of the Board of 
Trade took the precaution of saying that the 
meeting was an outside affair and not a meeting 
of the board. 

Orlando B. Potter took the chair. The Gen- 
eral Government, he said, seemed desirous of 
blowing up with dynamite obstructions to nav 
igation, yet it allowed the construction of four 
abutments in the Hudson River. These abut- 
ments were amenace tothe commerce of the 
Hudson, the outlet over the canals from the 
great lakes tothe seaboard. It would be suicide 
to surrender a thing 80 important to the security 
to commerce as the Hudson unobstructed af- 
torded. 

Speeches of much the same tenor were made 
by C. H. Dennison, who explained the work 
done before the Navigation Committee of the 
Legislature and who said that the bill which 
yrovided for the repeal of the Poughkeepsie 

ridge Company’s charier would certainly pass; 
by Charles L. Rickerson, Simon Sterne, Levi M, 
Bates, W. E. Cleary, James H. Seymour, and 
others. Among those who listened were Sher- 
man Petrie, James F. Wenman, John Brett, and 
Capts.

Jacob H. Clare, of Pocahontas, Va., is 26 
years old, robust, and ambitious. He tired of 
farming in 1886, and went to Charlestown, West 
Va., Where he joined the staffof the Eureka De- 
tective Agency. He says he distinzuished him- 
self by making several arrests for illicit distill- 
ing, and at Flat Top Mountain captured John 
Brown, who murdered ‘‘ Jack” Harrigan at Po- 
cahontas. Clare aspired to metropolitan dis- 
tinction. He had read of the killing of the ‘‘ saw- 
dust’ mau Tom Davis in August, 1885. There 
would be much glory, he argued, in capturing 
sucha swindler red-handed and exposing his 
system. 

So a fortnight ago, when a relative, Jacob HH. 
Clare, of Pocahontas, received a “ green goods” 
circular identical with many received by other 


persons in the neighborhood and those which 
were sent out by “Tom” Davis and his clique, 
Clare resolved on coming to New-York and hay- 
ing a little fun with the swindlers. 

The circular appeared to come from Lewis 
Adams, of 118 East Thirteenth-street; the victim 
was to goto the Broadway Hotel, and the pri- 
vate signal was “ B75.” Clare opened a corre- 
spondence with “ Adams,” got together about 
$175, aud reached the hotel Monday evening. 
Notifying “* Adams” ot his arrival, he waited for 
the man with the password. He received notice 
that the agent of the concern was sick, but 
would wait on him Thursdays. 

The appointment was kept by a hook-nosed, 
hawk-eyed, shabby little man, who appeared to 
be afraid to breathe until the preliminases of 
acquaintancé had been settled. Then he talked 
freely about “our goods,” what excellent imita- 
tions they were, how easy to hamile, &c Clare

JUSTIFIED 1N DISCHARGING HIM. 

Civil Justice Monell decided an interest- 
ing case in the Seventh District Court yesterday. 
Richard Straub, a journeyman barber, sued 
Simon Scherrer, who is the proprietor of a bar- 
ber’s shop, for $10, the amount of the week’s 
wages. Straub, according to the story told in 
court, applied to Scherrer, who runs a union 
shop, for work, and was put to work on his stat- 
ing that he was a member of the Barbers’ Union. 
The next day the President of the Barbers’ 
Union asked Straub if he was a member of the 
union, andthe barber assured him that he was. 
The President, after investigation, found that 
Stranb had been a member of the union, but 
had been expelled eight months previously for 
non-payment of dues. Scherrer was then told 
that unless he dfscharged Straub his union card 
would be taken away, and rather than nave this 
done he discharged the man, offering him $4 for 
his two days of work. Straub declined to accept 
this, and sued for a full week's wages. : 
Morrell in giving judgment for Scherrer said 
that an employer had the right to employ such 
wen as he wishes. If he desires only union men 
he is entitled to them, and the false statement 
made by Straub atthe time of his employment 
justified Scherrer in rescinding the contract. 


MUST TAKE HIM BACK, 
Judge Ingraham yesterday issued a man- 


to restore Matthias Merscheim to his member- 
ship. Merscheim was ordered by the union to 
give up the leadership of the orchestra of the 
Palm Garden, on East Fourteenth-street, be- 
cause musicians were employed there in disre- 
gard of the rules of the union. He refused to 
comply, and was expelled. Judge Ingrahain 
holds that his expulsion is null for the reason 
that no charges were preferred against him in 
accordance with the by-laws of the union.

SOUTTER CONTEST ENDED. 


A REPORT WHICH DISPOSES OF 
CRIMINAL AND CIVIL CHARGES. 
The acrimonious contest over the estate 
of James T. Soutter, in which William K. Soutter 
was first sued for an accounting by his prother’s 
wife, Charlotte, the Duchess D’Auxy, and then 
made by her the subject of acriminal charge, 
came to an end yesterday. Timothy Griffith, 
Master in Chancery in the United States Circuit 
Court, filed a report which ends the civil suit 


and Beta disposes of the criminal charges 
as well. 

Tn his report he reviews the circnmstances of 
the case, the death of James T. Soutter and of 
Robert Soutter, bis son, their last wills, and the 
Management of the estate by the Executors. 
Among other conclusions of fact he finds that 
the $10,000 in Mobile City bonds which W. K. 
Soutter was charged with appropriating had 
been hypothecated, cvidently by mistake, with 
Lovell & Co. as curity for a loan, but that the 
bonds were nevertheless represented by their 
value—$5,500—in the funds held by the Execu- 
tors. Regarding the loans to the firm of Soutter 
& Co., also made the basis of a charge, he finds 
that the loaus in question were all proper- 
ly paid in some time prior to the failure of the 
firm. In conclusion he says: 

“Tam unable to perceive that the Executors 
have been guilty of any neglect, misconduct, or 
impropriety in the management of the estate. 
Assuming that thereisa portion of the estate 
remaining undistributed, of which the estate of 
Robert Sontter is entitled to its proper share and 
the complainant to her share under the will of 
her husband, I have been unable to state the pre- 
cise amount of such shares for the reason that 
since Sept. 25, 1885, the Executors have been 
restrained by injunction from interfering with 
the assets of the estate, and the amount of in- 
debteduess incurred since that time is not ascer- 
tained, and for the further reason that before 
the share of the complainant can be definitely 
ascertained and set apart, there must be an ac- 
counting between Timothy H. Porter, as the Ex- 
ecutor and Trustee under the will of Rebert 
Soutter, the complainant, and her children and 
these defendants,” 

Delos J. McCurdy, of the firm of Vanderpoel, 
Green & Cuming, was W. K. Soutter’s counsel.

Mr. Hanan says that the action of the shoe and 
boot manufacturers, at theirmeeting on Wednes- 
day, was not intended to disturb the relations 
between the journeymen and the manufacturers, 
but as a blow at professional labor agitators. A 
few of the strikers met during the afternoon at 
475 Pearl-street. It is rumored that there has 
been considerable grumbling among shoemak- 
ers on account of the assessments levied on them 
to support the strike, which they declare a 
senseless one.

| ASKING FOR MORE MONEY 
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THE NEEDS OF OUR PUBLI6 
SCHOOLS. 

APPROPRIATIONS FOR SEVERAL DE- 


PARTMENTS INCREASED AND OTHERS 
REFUSED BY BOARD OF ESTIMATE. 


With a special act of the Legislature te 
back them up, the Commissioners of Education 
appeared before the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, yesterday, and asked that the dift- 
ference between the appropriations granted 
them in December last and the amount actually 
needed to run the schools be given them by the 
presc.ntboard. Mayor Hewitt, Controller Loew, 
President Beekman, of the Board of Aldermen, 
President Coleman, of the Department of Taxes 
and Assessments, thought that most of the de- 
mands of the Commissioners were reasonable, 
and the deficiencies were made up. There were 
present on bebalf of the Board of Education 
President J. Edward Simmons, City Snperin- 
tendent John Jasper, and Commissioners Holt, 
Wood, Tamsen, Devoe, and Superintendent of 
School Buildings Debevoise. Mrs. Agnew, of the 
board, was an'attentive listener to ‘the proceed- 
ings. 

President Simmons said that the Commission- 
ers had asked for $4,034,500 for the present year, 
and $3,848,187 had been allowed. In the item 
of teachers’ salaries there was a deficiency of 


$50,000. The teachers were even now underpaid. 
The board had asked for $2,800,000 fur teach- 
ers’ salaries, but only $2,750,000 was allowed. 
The additional amount was absolutely necessary 
to pay teachers for the constantly increasing 
uumber of pupils and to supply the 100 teachers 
needed for the proposed new schools. 

On motion of the Mayor the amount asked for 
was allowed. The sum of $3,500 was allowed 
for the payment of janitors of new schools. 
President Simmons pense in vain for ao in- 
crease of pay for the present janitors. The 
Normal College appropriation had been cut 
down from $92,000 to $92,000. and Mr. Sim- 
mons asked for an additional $7,000. He showed 
that if the deficiency were not made up a re- 
duction of 9 per cent. wonld have to be made in 
the salaries of those employed in the college 
The institution, Mr. Simmons said, was one of 
the finest in the world. Since its inception there 
had been 3,479 graduates, and of these 2,800, 
or about 81 per cent., had been appointed to po- 
sitions in the common schools. The cost of ed- 
ucation per year was $44 per capita. The high- 
est salary, $7.500, was paid to the President. 
He and Commissioners Wood, Holt, and Tamsen 
warmiy praised the teachers supplied to the 
schools from the college, and Mr. Simmons re- 
marked that the female teachers in this city 
were the finest class of women in the world. 

* Are the male teachers inefficient?’ asked 
the Mayor. 

“No; Ldo not sa 


that.” answered President 
Simmons, * but I 


0 say that the female teach- 
ers could not be surpassed in efticiency.” 

“ And I say,” remarked Commissioner Wood, 
“that the male teachers cannot hold a candle 
to them.” 

“ Then why not appoint women in place of the 
four-thonsaud-dollar-a-year Professors ?’ asked 
the Mayor. 

The question was not answered. The Mayor 
finally consented to grant $6,367 26 of extra 
appropriation, but Mr. Coleman voted in the 
negative when the motion was put. The Cor- 
poration Counse! will be asked todecide whether 
the law requiring an affirmative vote of all the 
members of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to pass the budget applies to the in- 
stance under consideration. 

The board then increased the appropriation 
for salaries of officers and. clerks trom $35,237 
to $38.388, and the item of $31,000 set apart 
for the salaries of the City Superintendent and his 
assistants was increased to $34,750. President 
Simmons sought in vain to have the pay of the 
12 Truancy agents raised from $1.000 to $1,250. 
The sum of $2,500 was set apart for repairs ta 
the schoolship St. Marys. The supplies account 

) was increased to $150,000. An extra appropria- 
tion of $50,000 was allowed for repairs to build- 
ings. 

Mrs. Agnew, near the “close of the meeting, 
spoke earnestly in behalf of setting apart suf- 
ficient money for the support of the Normal 
College. After the board adjourned, President 
Simmons remarked to the Mayor that the Board 
of Eaucation was not acity department. “A 

roof of it,” he said,“ is the fact that we have not 

een invited to meet with the Mayor’s ‘ Cabi- 
net.’ ” 

“ That is easily arranged,” said the Mayor 
“You can attend next Saturday.”
